forced to leave Hy open'to'a'Siege, 'and ſuffer it quietly to fall 
in our hands, when it was fo convenient a- Poſt for Liege, and an

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 Out-work not only neceſſary for its ſafety,but that likewiſe guy 


us the liberty of the euſe to the very Gates of Namur, to form 
an attempt on that ſide when ever we ſhould have the Superio- 
rity of the Field z therefore whatever the Enemies may have 
| boaſted of their precipitate Marches the laſt year to cover their 
Towns in Flanaers, and to maintain their Frontier at Courtray, 
yet what we did then, open'd the way-to the Great and Glorious 
Undertaking of this happy and ſucceſsful Campagne.

ſing. This variety of Events in the Aﬀairs of War ought to. 
reach us, at the expence of 'our Enemies, not to be- arrogant nor 
inſulting in Succeſs, but-ftill to be thankful to God; to keep with-. 
| in the bounds of Moderation, and not to ſuffer our ſelves, to 
be tranſported to ſuch Extravagancies which now upon this -hap-.. 
py turn of the Scale of War , render the flatteriag and inſolent 
Writings of our Enemies ridiculous to.the-meaner and the- moſt- 
ordinary Reader. = 
If the Counſels of our Enemies during the precedent Winter- 
Quarters were ſtil] contriving ſome new deſigns to advance their | 
 Conqueſts, they became ſo ſenſible (the lat Winter) of the In. . 
creaſe of the Allies Srrength and Power, that far from projecting 


any new Attempts-upon our Frontiers,. they began very early 
to.

to provide for the defence and ſecurity of their own; they found 
whar ſhifts they were put to the laſt Campagne to cover their 

 Conqueſts in Flanaers from an Invaſion ; and if they ſucceeded 
in the defence of it, yet the undertaking made them jealous of 
our further deſigns againſt their Frontier of this [ide ; rhis made 
them reſolve to leave no way open (if poſſible) to' any attempt 
againſt them in this Countrey, which, bordering upon the Sea, 
a Conqueſt here would be ſo much the more dangerous that it 
may draw the redu&tion of Dunkirk after it, or at leaft, it would 
expole ir to the hazard of a Siege, which of all their places in 
che Low-Conntr1es, is the moſt important for them to maintain. , 
The way was open from the Water of Jpre,to the /.ys, and as 
for their Old Line from the Lys to the Scheld, they found .it of 
a troubleſome length, and difficult.to keep, and that it did not 
ſufficiently cover their Countrey ſo long as Courtray lay expo- 
: fed to us. The Lys and the Schel incline very much to one ano- 
ther in this place, which makes the diſtance berween theſe two 
Rivers half leſs than it is between Mernin and Pont d* Eſpicrs , 
and therefore as for this reaſon it was ſo much the eaſier to de- 

'F fend, ſo likewiſe it was very neceflary for the Safety of Ceurtray, 

which though weak of Scituation, yet could not be attack d, as 
long as they kept a Line here. For this reaſon the Enemies re- 
ſolv'd to make a new Line between the Lys and the Scheld, which 
{ſhould begin at St. John's Porteat Courtray,and Thould terminate 
it ſelf on the Scheld between Boſſ# and Avelghem ; and likewiſe 
to make another from Tpre to Comines upon the Lys, thereby to 
ſhelter their pais conguis from any deſign Accordingly about 
the middle'of March laſt, they ſummoned the Boors of all the

where they held a Council of War, and reſolv*d that a Detach- _ 
ment of Five Hundred Men out of every Battallion in Garriſon. 
in Flanders, Bruſſels, Malines, Louvain, and the Neighbouring 


Dutch Garriſons, ſhould be drawn out to form a Camp between 
Deinſe and Ghent , inorder to oppoſe, if poſſible, this new work 


of the Enemies, The Garriſon of alines, Louvain, and others 


the moſt remote march'd the firſt of Apr:i/ towards the General 


Rendezvouz, and the Elector left Brafſcls, attended by the Prince 


de Vaudemont, the Dukes of Huljiein Ploen and ir rembergh, and 
came to Ghent the q#h, toput himſelf at the head of the Army, 
In the mean time the Garriſons of Ghent and Bruges, with the 


Regiments of 1ackay and Graham from Oftend, and. Lorne from 


Damme march'd, and by the 6h. they were all at the General 
 Rendezvouz berween. Deinſe and Ghent, commanded by the 
Elector of Bavaria, who took his Quarters at Oydoxch, and the 
Duke of Holſtein Ploen, who took his at Newel; our Right reach'd 


towards the Abbey of Drongen, and our left was at Denſe ;; 


and our whole Army conſiſted of about Seventy Batrallions, be- 
ing. a Detachment of Five Hundred Men af Battallion ; fo 
that our Strength was computed to be about 35000 Foot, 
The Garriſons of the ferſe did not ſtir, nar: thoſe in Holland ; 


bur the Garriſon of Dixmuyde, aud thole quarter'd in or about 


Newport, had orders to be ready to. march , being reinforced 
with the Regiments of St, Amani and Soutland: fram Sluys. T he 
| Cavalry drew out 3o Men of a T roop from the ſame Garriſons, 

ſo that our army at Dezrſc conlifted of near Fifty Thouſand Men, 
but the Seaſon was yet ſe early,that cheGround produc'd no For- 
rage, which was fo much the more retarded by reaſon of the 
rigour of the precedent Winter., and the Troops were ſub- 
Hiſted with dry Forrage from the Magazines of Ghenr. 


Whether 'twas to make a diverſion to oblige the Enemies to - 
draw off ſome of their Forces from the defence of their new Lines, 


to facilitate the forcing of them by our Army at. Deinſe,, or whe: 
ther we were jealous.of Dixmuyae, that the Enemies might have 
ſome deſign upon it, whilft the main Body of our Army was In: 
camp'd near Deinſe, 1cannot determine ;.but whil'ſt the Enemy 
were working very buſily at their New Lines, a Train of Ar. 
{iltery was ſent from Ghent to Bruges, with an Eſcort of. Five

Hundred Dragoons, which was followed the next day with all Apr;1; 
ſorts of Ammunitions, Convoy?s by Five Hundred Dragoons 

' more; and the reſt of our Enghſh and. Scors Dragoons 
which had been quarter'd in the Winter between Ghent and 
Safvar-Ghent , marched the fan e way ſome days after , and 

_ -went to Dixmyde, where the Forces Quarter'd in the Camerlings 
Ambackt (or Countrey about the Canal of Newport) had orders 
ro repair upon a Minutes warning, with the Regiments. of 
St. Amand and Soutlanat, that had marched from-S/xys ro New- 
port : But the Enemies who were reſolv'd not ro be interrupted 
11 their Work, but to. bring it to perfection, order'd all their: 
Garrifons in Flanders to draw out, and the Brigade of Foot- 
Guards, both. French and Swifſers, marched” with all expedition 
from Pars tojoyn the Army near Courtray ; ſo that at the ſame 
time that we form'd our Army near Denſe, they had their Main: 
Body with the Aareſchal de Bouflers at Belleghem, and ſufficient 
Detachments to cover the Kenoque , and the New Line they 
were making between pre and Comines upon the Lys. Of our 
fide we made a. Bridge upon the Lys below Deynſe to paſs that 

A River in caſe the forcing of the Enemies Work ſhould be judg'd 

feaſible. But becauſe *twas now the beginning of. the Spring, and- 
that it was very. dangerous to hazard a Battle, which arthe beſt: 
muſt ruine our Army though we ſhould ſucceed in beating the- 
Enemy from their Work, and hinder it from any other Action - 
of the Campagne ; bur if beaten andrepuls'd; then the Enemies 
would have remain*d Maſters of the Field, with the advantage- 
of a whole Campagne before them : For this' reaſon 'twas not: 
judg?d ſafe for the Intereſt of the Allyesto hazard a Bartle ro en-- 
deavour to force the Enemies Work ; but toremain incamp'd at 
Deinſe, whilſt the Enemies ſhould keep the Field, to cover our: 

/ own Garrifons ; which Reaſons were {ent to, and” approv'd of. 

mn by the King, who was ſtill in.Enzlazd, expetting the Conctuſion: 

of the Seſſions of rhe Parliament in order to pals the Sea, and: 

put himſelf at the Head of his Army. 

Thus the Enemies were ſuffered ro. go on quietly with their - 

\Vork, which they advanc'd with all Expedirton, having above: 

Twenty Thoufind Pioniers imploy?d; which they had ſummoned 

from the Chateltenies of Liſle , Ipre, and Conurtray, and: fronr the- 
Paijs d' Artois ; and having ſucceeded in this W ork,they thought:

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they had provided effeCtually for their defence, and reckon'd 
that this advantage wou'd draw the whole ſucceſs of the follow- 
ing Campagne afcer it ; and. conſidering that their delign was to 
att Defenfive'y, they made as much of this Aﬀair as if they had 
got a Victory, or had taken ſome conſiderable Town, becauſe 


they ſuppos'd that what they had done contributed in ſpight of 


our attempts to their Wiſhes and yore: ark For now they had a 
very ſtrong barriere from Dinant to the Sea, every where co- 


'ver'd either with a River or a Line, whish being provided with 


good Troops, we muſt either force the paſſage of a River, or 
their Lines to get into their Countrey. Namur clos'd up the 
AMeuſe and the Sambre ; from Thuin on the Sambre to the Haine 


_ they had another Line to cover the Countrey between Xſo0ns and 
Ataubeuge ; which River running by ors, falls into the Scheld 


at Cinde. The Scheld from Conde to Boſſu between Audenard 
and Tournay, is a very good defence, which Nature has provi- 


ded for the Enemies Countrey on the other fide, and their New 
Line which they have made this year, Incloſes all their Countrey 


from the Scheld to the Lys at Courtray : From Comines upon the 


Lys they have continued their Line to pre \, and from Ipre they 


have a Canal which goes by the Keroque to Furnes, and fo to 
Duzhkzrk , fortified with good Redoubts and Forts from place to 
place. So that if we conſider the ſtrength of the Enemies Bar- 


riers, and the weakneſs of our Frontiers, it muſt very much add 
to the Honour and Glory of a Conquelt of our ſide ; and we need 


not much wonder at the Enemies Conqueſts,, whilſt we have 
ated defenſively, and have been ſo conſiderably inferiour to 
them in Number in ſome of the foregoing Campagnes. 

The Marquis de /a Yaletre, Lieutenant-General , who Com- 
manded the Old Lines, being dead of an Apoplexy the laſt Winter 
at Conrtray,theFrench King gave the Command of the New Lines 


tothe Count dela Mothe, AMareſchal de Camp, which they have 


made fo much ſtronger than the laſt; that they have nor the Con- 
veniencies uf Water to fill the #offe ; for, which reaſon the 


| have made the Ditch fo much the larger, and the Breaſt-wor 


equal to ſtanding Fortificarions, with Redoubts Palifladed and 


Stockaded , as well as the Angles Saillants, or Points of the 


Line which flank it. As foon as che Enemies had brought this

work to ſome perfection, they began to- diſmiſs their Troops 
back into Quarters, except ſuch a Number as ſhould be neceſſa 
for the defence of their Lines, with orders to be ready at fir 
warning.; and it being ſo early in the ' Year that our Forces 
could nor {ubſiſt but at the Charges of dry Forrage, all the 
Cavalry was ſent back into Quarters, and the Infantry of the 
Neighbouring Garrifons. The Elefor left the Field as ſoon. as 
there appeared no probability of attempting the Enemies Line, 
and went for Bruſſels the 16th. together with the Prince de 
Vaudemont: The Duke of Holſtein Ploen return'd to Malines 
and M1 acſtricht the 23th. and the 25th. the Garriſons of. Ghent, 
Bruges, Oſtend, and Dendermond were lent back to their re- 
ſpective Quarters, till we ſhould take the Field ; part of the 
Garriſon of - Bruſſe/s, with thoſe of Malines, Louvain, and Lier, 
with the Dutch Guards, and the other Troops which His Ma-- 
jeſty defign'd ſhould act under His Command in Flanders, be- 
ing ſomething remote from their Quarters, to return back again: 
in fo little tune, were order d to Incamp at Harybirk near Ghent, . 
where they were: ſupplyed with dry Forrage-, being near - 
Forty Battalions, Commanded by the Duke of Wirtembergh, 
who had his Quarters at Ghent ; and Major-General Church1il, 
who Commanded the. Garriſon of 4ulines lay at Marykirk, 
which were the only Engliſh left in the Field. 

Soon after the returning of the Forces from the Camp at Deinſe: 
into their Quarters, His Majefty gave the Command in chief of - 
his Army to Charles Henry of Lorrain, Prince of Vaudemont, 
which was ſignified by order to the Garriſons, He has always - 
been very zealous for the Kings Intereſt, and the Allies; and 
has been a Partner in moſt of the Dangers to which the King has 
expos'd himſelf from the Year, 1673, when the King of Spain 
enter*d into an Offenſive and Defenſive Allyance with the States | 
of Holland joyntly with-the Emperour and Princes. of Germany, 
ro this time : And as ſuch long experience of. the King's Heroick 
Vertues muſt needs produce a very high Veneration for His Ma- 
jeity, ſo-the King has 1o long tryed the Spotleſs Honour , the- 
Undaunted Courage, and the Incomparable. Judgment of this - 
Excellent Prince, that he-has a particular Value and Eſteem for 
him.; All his Qualities axe Charming, He is of a Oe : 

and 
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and generous temper ; and has the Look and Preſence of a Perſon 
of the higheſt Rank and Eminency , ſo all his Actions are agree- 
able thereunto ; and if the Gour and Rheumcriſmes have very 
much weakned his Body, and almoſt diſabled him of his Limbs, 
that is ſufficiently recompenc'd by a Vaſt Judgment, and a moft 
' Solid and Clear Underſtanding. Art the Battle of Layden he was 
in 1rzly, which is the.only Action in this Countrey, that he has 
not been preſent at with His Majeſty ſince the laft Holand Wars; 
and when he left Brufſels to undertake that Journey, he declar'd 
that he was extremely griev'd to part with the King, and that 
*rwas the greateſt trouble of his Voyage. He is Governenr des 
Armes to the King of Spains Forces in Flanders, which anſwers 
to a Mareſchal;, which Commiſſion is never given, but when 
a Frince of the Royal Blood of Spain is Governour of Flanders. 
When the Ele&or of Bavaria had this Government piven him, 
the King of Spain allow'd him al] the Priviledges which the Car- 
dinal - oof and other Governours of the Houſe of Atria have 
had,and as this ofhaving a Goverreur des Armes was one,fo Prince 
Vaudemont, who before had commanded the Spaniſh Horſe, had 
chis Commiſſion given him. But without any farther Character of 
this Noble Prince, what he has done in this Campagne is ſufficient 
togive him a Rank amongſt the Greateſt Generals' in Hiſtory. 


The Seſſions of Parliament kept the _ in mo almoſt 
to the middle of May. His Majeſty landed in Holland the 14th, 
and as the time to open the Campagne (which was ſomething 
retarded by the rigour of the precedent Winter) drew near, 
the King ſpent but few days at the Zagze in Conferences with 
the States Gereral, and went to Loo the 20th, to rake his uſual 
Divertiſement. Jn the mean while our Armies began to take 
the Field, and as His Majeſty defign'd Two Armies for the be- 
Sinning of the Campagne, one to be commanded by the Elector 
of Bavaria and the Duke of Holſtein Ploen, and the other b 
His Majeſty in Perſon, and Prince Yaudemornt, which was to A 
in Flanders ; So the firſt began to Randezvourz near Zr »/els, with 
the Head Quarters at Se//xck ; the Right at Aſck, andthe Left 
rowards Bruſſels, compos'ſt of the Purch Troops that had their 
Quarters in the Frontiers of Holland, and upon the Menſe, with 
part 
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in Flanders under the King and Prince YVaudemont, being moit 
His Majeſties Troops, they did not take the Field fo toon, being 
quarrer d at hand in the Towns of Flanders, The 23:h. the 
Elector lefc Bruſſels, to put himſelf at the Head of the Army 


_ at Sellich, and march'd that very day to NVinove, taking his Quar- 
ter at Pamele. The 26th. our Garriſons in Flanders march'd 


to take the Field. That of Bruges, with Mackays Regiment 
from Oſtend, march'd ro Bellem upon the Canal under the Com- 
mand of Sir® Zenry Bellafis , Lieutenant General , and Majcr 
General Ramſay. The Regiments of Brewer and Tiacomy from 
Bruges, Courthop and Graham from Oftend, and Lorne from 
Damme, and thoſe quarter'd near the Canal of Mewpory , 
(viz.) Leſley, Tiffeny, Maitland, Ferguſon , and Buchan, had 
orders to march to Dixmuyae, there to form a Camp under the 
Command of Major-General E/lembergh, "The Garrifons of 
Gbent and Dendermond march'd the 26th, and joyn'd our Forces 


that had Incamp'd at Mary-kirk evertince the Camp at Deynſe ; 


and the27:h we all rendezvouz'd at Ar/cel,theGarriſons of Bruges, 
Ghent and Dendermond, and the Forces that had Incamp'd at 
Aarykirk with our Right near Caneghem,and our Left to the Ly-, 
Commanded by the Prince de Vaudemont, and the Duke of Wir- 
rembergh, being then all Infantry. This was the ſame Camp 
with that of the other Year call'd the Camp of Woutergher:, 
changing name from the difference of the Kings Quarter, which 
was now-marked at Ar/cel. The ſame day the King came from 
Breda to Ghent, being about Twenty Leagues; where the ln- 
habitants had made great preparations to receive His Majeſty, 
with demonſtrations of Joy: ſuitable to what they owe to fo 
great a King, and the Protector of their Coney ; the princi-. 
pal Burghers waited upon the King in Proceſſion from the Azt- 
werp. Port, where His Majeſty was received and harangued by 
the Magiſtrares; the Canon all round the Ramparts of this big 
Town, which had been drawn out on purpoſe, was thrice fired; 
the 1il;tia was under Arms, making a Lane through the Streets,

General Rendezvouz, of his Army 147 Squadrons, which at 
120 pcr Squadron Horle and Dragoons one with another makes , 
17640 Horſe; and 75 Battalions, at 600 a Battalion, makes 
45000 Foot ; in all 62640 Men. Beſides this Monſieur ae 1a 
Mothe, who Commanded in the New Lines, had a body of Men 
to defend them, but | have not heard the ſtrength of it ; how- 
ever when the Mareſchal ae Yilleroy march'd in the Lines, being 
reinforced by this Body, he. was the computed ro.be near go 
Battalions ſtrong, beſides the Army Commanded by Monſieur 
de Montal ; and 'twas then ſuppoſed that all cheſe Armies added 
rogether made about 98850 effective Men. They had left 20 
Battalions in Namur, which with the Body Commanded by the > 
3 Marquis de Harcourt in the Frontier of the, Pazs de Luxemburg, 
z they thought ſufficient tro make head againſt the Brandenburg 
Forces towards the eſe : So that if we include the grong 
Garriſon of Namur, there could not be 20000 Men difference 
berween their Armies and ours. 


Thus having made as juſt an eſtimation as poſſibly 1 could of 
the Forces on both ſides, which (conſidering that. 1] cannort get 
all the Lifts of the Enemies Forces) [ ck confeſs can't be ſo 
exact of their {ide as 'tis of 'ours ; bur I compute their Strengih 
according to the general Rules at the beginning of a Campagne. 3 
I ſhall now return to our Camp at Arſeel, and proceed to give 
an account of the Actions of theſe mighty Armies. Though 
the King ordered the general Rendezyouz of his Forces in x {1 
place, and that tne Elector himſelf, advanced towards the 
Scheld, yet it is very reaſonable to think that at the very be- - 
ginning of the Campagne, the Kings real deſign was to beliege 
Namur, and to act towards the /denuſe. For the Elector of 
Bavaria had Orders to detach my Lord of Athlone with 40 
Squadrons of Horſe towards Louvain ; and Flanders, of this

In the Evening 
we were joyn'd by the Regiments of Laxder and Offerrel from 
Deirſ:, andthe Regiments of Srrathnaver and George Hamilton 
remaiaed there in Garriſon under the Command of Brigadier . 
Offerrel, being reinforced by a Detachment fron; our Army

The 24 the Army march'd in four Colomnes from Aeel to 
Rouſelar, dividing from the Center. The Right of Horſe and 

Foot marched upon the Right in two Colomnes. The firſt left 
Thiele upon the Right, and ſo march'g on by the Villages of 
Pethem, Hardoye and Baveren. The ſecond march'd through 

a Thielt, and fo by the Villages of Ayeghem and Colſcamp, and 
the High Road from Bruges to Kouſelar. The Left of Foot and 
Horſe marched likewiſe upon the Right in two Colomnes ; the Y 
firſt led by the Regiment of NVoyelles, and the ſecond by that of 
L'Ecluſe. The firſt Colomn of the Left marched by the cuc 
ways upon the Left of the High Road by Denrerghem, 1ulen- 3 
beck , and Roujelar, along the Mandel , and the ſecond kept 4

- The Army marched in this order 
in the Enemies Countrey without any loſs, and incamped with 
our Right near the Abbey of Sornebeck; our Left made an el- 
bow from the Center at the Village of Becelar towards Aſoor- 
fleede and Dadyſeel. So that our Camp faced from the Right 
to Becelar, towards the Line between Jpre and Comints; and 
from Becelar to the Left rowards the Lys and Afemvin. The 
Dragoons of the Left faced ro Afoorſleede, covering the Kings 
Quarter, which was at the Karon ge Becelars Houle, and Sr. 
Pauls Brigade, which had the Rear-Guard in this March, in- 
camped alto at the Kings Quarter, with ſome of the Life-Guards 
and Dragoons, Upon our coming to this Camp, in the Even- 
ing the King weat to view the Enemies Line, being. about three 


Engliſh Miles from our Camp, with a good Eſcorte of Horſe 


Commanded by Brigadier LErang, and all the Granadiers 
that were then come up (for the Second Line was ſtill march- 
ing into the Camp) Commanded by Major-General La Melonjere, 
and the Enghſh by Colonel Ingoldesby and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Rook, Villeroy ' was not then come up, and what Forces the 
Enemy had in the Line, which were Commanded ar firſt by 
Monfieur de /a Mothe, were now under the Commaud of Lieu- 
tenant-General Roſez, who with a Detachment of Villeroys 
Army had March'd before to reinforce the Line, which was 
very well Palifſaded, and the Parapet very thick and ſtrong 
flank'd with good Redoubts, and Cannon mounted for the de- 
fence of them. ' The King returned late to the Camp, and our 
Artillery, Baggage, and Rear-Guard, was not all come up by 
Midnight. Orders were given to be ready to March the next 
Day. | 
The Mareſchal de YVileroy March'd from his Camp between 
Blaton and Ouievrain (the 27th of May) to Leuze, and the 
29th he March'd nearer :o the Scheld, having his Head Quarter 
at Cordes, to be nearer to obferve our Army at Arſeel, accord- 
ing to'its motions, if i: paſſed the Lys, or Marched on towards

have now ſpoken; to reinforce the Lines; and upon our motion: 


to Kouſelar, and {o towards their Line between Ipre and Comines, 
he paſſed the Scheld and the Zys with all diligence, and incamp- 
ed with the main Body of his Army (that very Night we came 
ro Bceelar) within the Line, with his Right at Sulebeck near 
Ipre, his Left at Comines, and the Head Quarter at Houthem 


near the Lys, The French had provided in the Winter for ſuch 
quick Marches by making Royal Ways (as they call them) 


where a Squedron can march a breaſt, from 20s .to the Sea, to 


facilicate the Marches of the Army, cutting and pulling down 


all they met, without any regard to Houſes or Viilages, if they 
happened in the Line of the Royal Way. At the fame time 


that the Mareſchal de Villeroy March'd with the Main Army to. 


wards Jpre, to make head againſt our Forces, the Mareſchal de 
Bouflers,who was incamped at Gofſelics near the Sambre, March'd 


with the Body under his Command to St. Gailain, to obſerve: 
| the Eletor of Bavaria, who incamped near NVinove. The: 


4th in the Morning the General beat for the Army to be ready 


to March, and the King went again very early with a ſtrong 


Detachment, to obſerve the Enemies Countenance within their 


Line ; Colonel- Lauder Commanded the Enghſh. His Majeſty 
found the Main Body of the Enemies Army incamped within 
the Line, which had paſſed the Lys in the Night at Comines, and 
' came to incamp between Howrhem and Sulebeck, Upon the 


Kings approach to their Line with ſo conſiderable a Detach: 
ment, the Enemy thought that it had been the Vanguard of our 
Army coming to attack their Line ; for which reaſon they all 


immediately ſtood to their Arms : But Filleroy being come with. 
his Army within the Line, the King returned to the Camp, and. 


our Army did not ſtir from Becelar. 


But though there was-no probability of- ſucceſs in forcing the 
Enemies in their Lines, yet it was conventent for. our further 
deſigns to oblige them to bring all their Forces for the defence 
of them; for which reaſon the Elector of Bavaria -decamped: 


from Ninove the 4th, and March*d that Day to St. Liewens 


| Honthem, towards the. Scheld. The 5th His Electoral Highneſs 
| paſted: 
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paſſed the Scheld below Audenarde, and incamped near this 


place. The 6:þ he March'd with his Army, and incampe 
near the Enemies Line, between the Lys and the Scheld, with 
his Right at Tighem towards Courtray, and his Lefr between 
Veermanade and Kirkhove, and his Quarter at Caſ{tres, Monlieur 
de Montrevel, Lieutenant-General, had been left here with a 
Body of Foot for the defence of :the Line from Coxrtray ro the 
Scheld, but upon this March of the EleCtors, the Mareſchal ae

Bouflers (who had advanced from Gofſelies. to St. Guilain, upon 


Vlleroys paſſage of the-Scheld in order to obſerve the motions 
of the Electors Army) March'd with his Body of Horſe and 
Dragoons to Toxrnay, where he paſſed the Scheld, and fo went 


on to the Line, where he found a Reinforcement of Foot {ſeat 


him by the Mareſchal de Yi/eroy, and took his Quarter at Clare. 
So that the Enemies had now all their Forces in the Field (ex- 
cept Harcourts Camp volant) from the Scheld to the Neighbour- 
hood of Dxznkirk, for the defence of their Lines. The Mareſ- 
chal de Bouflers Commanded between the Lys and the Scheld. 
Villeroy with the Main Army, obſerved ours between the Lys 
and Ipres, Monſieur' de 1a Mothe cover'd the Canal from [pre 
to the Kenogue ; and from thence to Farnes and Dunkirk, Montal 


Commanded ; and Monſieur de Capeſtar: was put into the 


K enogque, for the ſecurity of that place. Beſides this the Ene- 
mies reinforced the Garriſon of Tpre:, where they doubled the 
Poſts, and took a particular care for the Sas of Bonſmgue, 
which is a Sluys ſtrongly fortified upon the Canal about a League 
below pres, which if once maſter*d, all the Water about Jpres, 
which adds very much toits ſtrength, may be drawn away by 
letting looſe this Sluys. no 


This being the diſpoſition of the Enemies within their Lines, 
I ſhall return to ſpeak of our own Aﬀairs at our Camp at Be- 
celar. "The 5th Major-General Dopf, Quarter-Maſter General 
of the Army, was ſent with a ffrong Detachment to mark a 
Camp at St. Fanſtein cappelle, which made us expect that the 


Army ſhould have March'd towards Dixmuyde, or the Canal of- 


Tpres ; but I believe it was to order the March of our deſign'd 


Detachments to Djx-myde, The ſame day the Second Tp 
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of Guards Commanded by the Duke of Or-701d, came to the 
Camp, having been in Winter-Quarters at Breda, and Can- 


ron'd upon the-Country to refreſh their Horſes, after havins 


Do 


Eſcorted His Majeſty from Breda to Ghent. The fame day our 


Bread-Waggons were attack'd by a Party upon the way to 


Bruges, but the Party was repulſed, and Fiye and Twenty of 


the Enemies made Priioners The Country all along, till you 


come near Bruges, was lo cloſe and woody, and ſo convenient 


for — Parties, that our Convoys never miſſed but they 


were attack'd by ſome Party or other, which though they could 
gain nothing, but itil] had the worſe, yet that incommo ed our 
Camp very much, by the great Detachments we were ſtill 
obliged to 'make, being then Eight Leagues from Bruges, and 


Eleven from Ghent ; fo that at firſt, Provifions were not plen-_ 


tiful among us, but that was foon taken care of by having re- 
gular Convoys from the Camp ro Bruges : Beſides the Boors of 
the Country had Orders to bring in Proviſions upon pain of 
being plunder'd, which they did very willingly, not looking 
upon us as Enemies, but Friends; being very deſirous to be 


freed from the French Yoke, under which they have been ever 
| fince the Treaty of NVimeguen, that Jpres with its Chatellenic 


was quitted to the French. Our Camp was not above a League 
and a half from Jpres, between /pres and Meri; to that our 
Patrowlles of Horle went ſometimes to the Palifſades of the 
Town, We heard, that though the Enemies had proviged for 


| the defence of this place as well as their Line, yer they were 


apprehenſive of £ Bombardment, and began to unpave their 


Streets, Which we could as eaſily have done. before Yilleroys 


face, as he afterwards Bombarded Bruſſels in the preſence of 


' Prince Yaudemont, of which Exploit they brag'd to much in 
France. But though the French Kings Manifeſto charges us 


with making it our principal glory of late to Bombard his Ma- 
ritime places, without any other advantage but that of doing 


miſchief; yet if that had been the Temper of the Allies as 


much as it is of our Enemies, I believe that Jpres might have 


felt the malignity of our Temper as well as Bruſſels did that of 
the French. 


The 
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The 7th the Duke of Wirremberg, with Colonel Gobr of our Juxe. 


Trait of Artillery, went Very early in the Morning with a 
00d Eſcorte to Dixmuyae 3 and the ſame day Bannieres Brigade 
was derach'd to the Right to. incamp near the Abbey of Sonne- 
beck,, to guard the Avenues from pres to our Camp, and keep 
in the Enemies Parties. The 8th Major-General Churchill and 

Brigadier Bernſiorf were commanded with Eight Batrallions ro 
March, and reinforce the Duke of Wirtembergs Army near Dix- 
muyde, The Regiments were the Firſt Battallion: of Dutch 
Guards, Churchll, Granville, Ingoldesby, Daniſh Guards, 
Prince Philippe, Gobr- Holland and Bernſtorf ; upon which mo- 
tion of Wirtembergs to Dixmuyde, the Mareſchal de Villeroy ſent 
a Reinforcement to the Kenogue, expecting an attempr upon 
that place; and Mortal himſelf came with his Body to Loo 
between Furnes and Kenogue, to be at hand for the defence of 
it. The 9th by break of day, a Detachment of Three Hun- 
dred of the Enemies Granadiers, and Six Squadrons of Horſe, 
came With a defign to ſurprize our advanced Guard art the 
Windmill of Geluv?lr between Becelar and Comines We had 
here an Our-guard of Four Squadrons of Horſe, and a Derach- 
ment of One Hundred Foot ; but in the Night (the top of the 
Hill being open and expoſed to the Enemy) they retir d to fome 
Houſes and Defiles in the bottom to prevent the Enemies de- 
ſigns. This Detachment of the Enemies finding their defign 
fruſtrated, retired to their Lines, and Two of them delerted 
over to us, taking this opportunity to make their eſcape ; for 
though deſertion 1s very common among the French, yet being 
incamped within their Lines, the paſſages were ſo kept thar 
they could not deſert but by ſuch ſhifts; and theſe were the 
firſt thar came in ſince our being art Beceſar, 10, near the Enemies. 
The ſame day Brigadier Fitspatrick, Colonel of His Majeſties 
Fuſiliers, came to the Camp from England, where he had re- 
mained ever fince the Battle of Larden, where :he was dange- 
rouſly wounded ; and in the Evening our Voluntiers went to 
joyn the Duke of Wirtembergs Army deſign'd to make an attempt 
upon the Kenogue. | ; 


The 
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The Duke of W:rtemberg who had left our Army at Becelar 
the 7th very early in the Morning, arrivd at Dixmawyde by 
Nine of the Clock ; immediately after his arrival he Muſter'd 
the Forces incamped near this place, conliſting, as we have ſaid 
before, of Nineteen Battallions and Two Squadrons of Horle, 
and Eighr.of Dragoons ; and immediately after the Review, 
he ordered them to march towards the Fort of Kerogue, and 


cave the plunder of the Boors between Dixmuyde and this 


\ place to the Soldiers, m revenge of ſome which they had bar- 


barouily murder'd In the Evening the Duke came with his 
Army near Kenoque, which is but a good League and a half 
from Dixmaryde, and incamped before the place, having his - 
Quarter at New Cappel/e, his Right upon the Canal that goes 
from Kenoque to Lov and Furnes, and his Left upon the Canal 
from Kernogue to Dixmuyae. This isa very ſtrong hold , 11- 


tuared at the meeting, of the Canal of Zoo ( which goes to Furnes 
and Dunkirk) and the Canal of Dixmuyae and Ipres, which 


makes as 'twere the figure of aY. Juſt upon the point of the 
joyning of theſe Canals, there is a very ſtrong Baſtion in the 
very middle , with the water cut about it, making a very 
large and deep Foſle. The Canals of Dixmuyde and Loo 
rowards Dixmiyde, and of the other ſide towards Bruges, has 


very good counter-guards: which defend the approach of the 


Digue near this Baſtion ; and of - the French ſide between Furnes 
and Jpres, this Baſtion 1s covered with a ſort of Born-work 
with a boggy Morals before it; ſo that there is no coming into 
the Fort but by a way made upon the top of the Digue. The 
other (ide of the Canal toward Bruges is covered with a Morals 
and ſtanding water, which makes it inacceſſible The moſt 
acceſſible ſide, where the Duke of Wirtemberg was, between 
the Canal of Zoo and Dixmuyae, has beſides the Counter- 
Guards of which we have now ſpoken, which cover the Baſti- 
on, ſeveral Retrenchments all along the Digme of the Canal, 
till you come to a Draw-Bridge towards Loo. But however this 
is nothing to reliſt-an Army, unleſs there is a Body of Men of 
the Enemies fide of the Canals to hinder the taking of the Poſts 


- about it, which would ghen be ſoon beaten to pieces, This is a 


great | 
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great paſſage into the Enemies Countrey,. it being-open from 5, 


this to St. Omer ;- beſides it commands the Communication be- 
tween Jpres and Dunkirk, and would ſecure Furnes in our hands, 
which conſequently would make Dunkirk a Frontier, and ex- 
pole it roa Siege. Every bogy knows the conſequence of it, 
if we ſhould take it, ard therefore the Enemies will ſtiil ute 
their utmoſt endeavours not to hazard it, by keeping this Poſt 
and Fxrnes in their hands. This place, upon the approach of 
the Duke of Wirremberg with his Army, was commanded by 
Monfieur de Capeſtan, a. Major of Foot. And that which con- 
firmed the Enemies of our real deſign againſt this place was, 
that we had taken care before to have a Plan of it, ſome Inge- . 


niers having been ſent on purpole to: Dixmuyde the laſt March, * 


who went with a good Detachment from that Garriſon, Com- 
manded by a Lieutenant, Colonel and Major, to oblerve it. 


The Garriſon of Kenoque allied out upon them, atz4 atracked 


that Poſt where. Major Rapin of Belcaſtels Regiment had been 
placed, and he had the misfortune to. be killed in the action ; 
but this Detachment being reinforced from the Neighbouring 
Poſts, the Enemies were obliged to retire, after having loſt a. 
Captain, and ſome other Officers wounded, beſides Soldiers. 
And this little place was then ſo unprovided for ſuch engage- 
ments, that they were forced to ſend a Drum to Dixmuyae for _ 


a Surgeon to dreſs their wounded Men, becauſe this Garriſon 
conlifted.only of Detachments from Jpres relieved from time 


to rime, and ſo they had no Surgeons. 


Upon the- Duke of: Wirrembergs arrival here the 7zh, we be- 
San to make T renches to cover our ſelves, being incamped al- 
moſt within Musket-ſhot of the Enemies Works, and; we 
mounted our Guards towards the Enemy with Two Thouſand: 
Five Hundred Men upon the ſeveral Poſts, Commanded. by a 
Brigadier and other Officers proportionably. This Army- was 
divided in Four Brigades, Two of Exgliſh Commanded by Co- 
lonel Tiffeny and Sir James Leſley, who ated as Brigadiers, be- 
ing eldeſt Colonels ; the third by Brigadier Haxhan/en, compo- 
fed of Danes, and the Regiments of Auer and:Belcaſtel ; and 
the fourth of. Darch, Commanded by Brigadier:Bern/torf, who 
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: Jane, came here wich Major-General Churchill, The gth in the Morn- 


_ ing the Enemies fired "I briskly upon our Men, but without 

any damage. In the Afternoon Major-General Churchill came 
to the Camp with his Eight Battallions, having paſſed through 
Dixmuyae that Morning. In the Evening the Duke of Wirter- 
berg ordered anattack to beat the Enemies from a Retrenchmenr. 


and ſome Houſes upon our Right near the Canal of Zo, the 
whole was Commanded by Colonel Tifery as Erigadier, and 


the Granadiers by Colonel AMailand. Colonel T;ffery was 
upon the Right, and the Enemtes fired very hard upon him from 
a Fort of the other {ide of the Canal, which he returned very 
bravely - He himſelf was wounded through the Hand with a 
Musket-ſhot, and Major-General Churchi!! who was willins to 
have a ſhare in the Action, eſcaped very narrowly, being thor 
through the crown of his Hat with a Muske:t-ball, Colonel 
Maitland who was to diſlodge the Enemy with his Granadiers, 
did it with all the Succeſs and Conduct that could be wiſh'd, 


and the Men went on with a great deal of Bravery and Courage, - 


and drove the Enemy from their Poſt, which they endeavour'd 
in vain to recover two or three times ſucceſſively, coming on 
with Sword in hand. We had ſeveral Granadiers killed and 
wounded. Colonel Tiffenys and Fergu/ons Regiments loſt moſt 
in this Action, Of Colonel Fergnſons Regiment , Captain 


Trumbal was killed, Major Bruce of Maitlands wounded, and 


an Enſign killed [1 have nor ſeen the Liſt of Colonel T:fenys, 
but it was generally computed that our whole lofs in this Action 
amounted to about Four Hundred Men killed and wounded, 
but they grew almoſt to Thouſands by that time they came in 
the Pars Gazette, which certainly could not fall Ws Or ſome 
ſlaughter among the Enemies.

not appear that we had any real deſign againſt this place, but 
only to amule the Enemy, yet it was neceffary for us to make

The 11th the Fourth Troop of 
Guards Commanded by Monſteur & Arverguergue, with the 
Horſe Granadiers, came to the Camp, the firlt having been in 
Winter-Quarters at the Hague, and the laſt at Bozſleduc; The 
t 3th our Cavalry forrag'd towards Jpres ; and this being a cloſe 
Country, and juſt by an Enemies Garriſon, the Troopers went

The Enemies were 
Commanded by a Lieutenant-Zolonel, about Four Hundred 
ſtrong ; they had made ſome Barricades of Waggons, which 
they defended no longer than to gain time to make their eſcape ;

fire was very hot for above half an hour, and rhe Count de 
Soigons, who was here as Yoluntier, very much 1ncouraged our 
Men, and was very well pleaſed with their way of falling on.

| Mareſchal General of the Emperours Forces in Piemont , and 


a near Kinſman tothe Duke of Savoy. The French King would 
oblige him to ſerve in Piemont with his Regiment againſt the 
Duke of Savoy, which he refuſed, and quitted, and retired, 
with the French Kings 'leaye, out of the Country : But the 
French King hearing he was gone into England, he was fo net- 
led at it, that he ordered the Counteſs de Soiſſons, his Wife, 
immediately to leave the Kingdom. He ſerved in our Army 
this whole Campagne as Voluntier, being'waited upon by the 
Kings own Servants ; and he was {till with the King upon all 
occaſions. He is a Perſon of a very fine Education, very civil 
and obliging, and very brave, which has gained him the eſteem 
and afle 

return to the buſineſs of Afoorſieede ; Lieutenant Webb was 
killed in this occaſion, Brother to Lieutenant-Colonel Webb of 
the Guards. Brigadier Hyaze was wounded in the Knee, which 
though it was tiot eſteemed very dangerous at firſt, yet he dyed 
afterwards of this Wound at Chenr, being generally regretted.

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ting into the place did chagrine us at firſt, becauſe that (as we 
expected) would render the taking of the Town very difficult, 
by an obſtinare reſiſtance ; but as it has ſince proved, it has 
addea extreamly to the Glory of the Siege, and has made ir 
one of the boldeſt and fineſt undertakings of this Age. I dare 
' fay, tharif the French King had believed that we could have 
taken Namrnuy with the ſtrong Garrifoh that was in it, he would 
never haye cemmanded a Mareſchal of France to put'himlelf in- 
| toit todefend ir, to add thereby ſo much the more Honour and 
Glory to the Enterprize ; being it may berhe firit thac has been 
defended by a Mareſchal of France, with order from the King. 
The Mareſchal dc Crequi defended Treves, bur every body 
knows how he was forced into it by the lots of a Battle ® and 
this was a place of Refuge where he made h's eſcape, and 
where he reſolved to regain his Honour by a deſperate defence. 
My Lord of 4tblone-with the Durch, and Baron Heyden with 
the Brandenburg Forces, having received Orders to take the 
Poſts near Namur, the Elector of Bavaria and the Duke of 
Holſtein Ploen+ marched with all ſpeed from their Camp near 
the Enemies Line to form the Siege of this ſtrong and importanc 
place. Accordingly the 18:h the EleQtors. Army decamped 
from Caſtres between Yeermarde and Tighem, and repaſſed the 
Scheld below Audenarde, and marched that day as far as St. 
Lievens Houtheim., The 19th this Army paſſed the Dender at 
Ninove, where it incamped that night, and the EleQtor went 
to Bruſſels to viſit the EleCtorels. The 20th the Army march- 
ed to Halle. The 21th it paſſed the Senne, and marched to 
Genap and Promell, where the Elector returned to the Camp 
from Bruſſels. The 22th the Elector paſſed with his Army 
the little River Dyle at Genap, and marched as far as Maſy, 
within Two Leagues of Namur ; which was a very great 
March, to paſs ſo many Rivers, from the Enemies Line be- 
rween thc Lys and the Scheld clear to the Sambre, in five days. 
The fame day the King came ro the Camp near Namur, and 
took his Quarter at the Chaſtear de la Falize, within Four 
Engliſh Miles of this place, having left his Army at Roufel17 the 
19th; and thar day His Majeſty paſſed through Ghenr, and lay 
at D;/elvergh in the way to Dendermonae, The 20th through -

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| Dermonate, and fo to Grimberg near Bruſſels, where the Kirg Jane; 
has a Houle of his own. The 21th by /ivorde and Louvain, 
to the Abbey of Parck ; and the 22th co La Faliſe, Brigadier 
L'Erang marched after with eaſter Journeys, eſcorting the 
Kings Domelticks and Baggage. The 23th the EleCtor paſſed 
the Sambre with his Foot, and ſome Spamſh Horſe, with the

This place has very much changed condition ſince it fel] 
into the French Kings hands, who ſpares no Charges to put his 
Frontier Garrifons in the beſt condition of defence. When the. 
French took it, the Town was bur weak, being abſolutely com- 
manded by a ſteep Hill, which hangs juſt over it from the Pore 
de Fer to that of St. NVicholas near the Meuſe ; fo that they had 
the liberty to bring down their Batteries at firſt upon the deſceac 
of this Hill, and ro open their Trenches at the foot of ic near 
the Meuſe ; and fo in four or five days time they were lodged 
upon the Counterlcarp of 'St Nicholas his Gate ; and the Town 
capitulated the 26: of May, the Trench having been opened 
the 19th. But now toadd a conſiderable ſtrength to this weak 
part of the Town, the French had made a detach'd Baftion up. 

Gate, all of 
Stone-work, with a Caſematte upon it, (thatis a Corps de Garde

_ Hey nave made a very good cover'd way, which goes abour'be- 
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juſt upon the brow of the Hill; and at the foot of the Hill be-

 Verderin,they had a fourth, which hindered the Avenues between 


the Hills| to this Gate. The Broox of P<raerim runs along a 
narrow Valley between theſe Hiils by a <luyce fortified julit at 
the Porte de Fer. Its by this Sluyce that the Fofle of the Town 
is furniſhed with Water from this Gate to that of St. Nicholas, 


where it's ſtop'd up from running into rhe YMeuſe by a Stone _ 


Digue above len Foot broad : For this River 1s ſo ſhallow and 
incon{iderable, that it could not otherwite fill the Foſſe. The 
Plain upon theſe Hills is fortified with. a double cover'd way 
palifſaded, to defend theſe detach d Baſtions towards the Village 
of Boxge ;, and when we attack'd the place, they were work- 
ing at a third nearer to the brow of the Hill juit before theie 
works; ſo that this Town which before was weak, was real] 
ſtrunz by the addition of them,and held out longer than the Caſtle. 
The French attack'd the Caſtle and Cohorre upon the top of 


the Hill between the Sa#bre and the Meuſe; and this they took: 


care to fortifie afterwards, fo as to leave it almoſt unattackable 


the ſame. way they had took it before. "Ihe Cohorne, or Wil- © 


liams Fort, fell into their hands by driving their Trenches round 


the work along the bottom, between it and the Terra Nowa, 


or upper Caſtle, which work being embraced, and ail manner 
of Communication cut off, was forced to ſurrender. ' The 
French to prevent ſuch a method of proceeding another time, 


built a ſtrong Stone Redoubt juſt upon the top of the Bill be- 


tween the Cohorne and Terra Nova, with a Cafematte upon it 
Bomb proof ; and this work commands all this bottom to the 


 Sambre. Before this work they have made a very $90d cover'd 


way palifſaded, from the Angle of the Gorge of the Cohorne to 
the brink of the Hill upon the tenſe. They have beſides this 


made a very good Half-Moon upon the courtin of the Horn-work 


of the Terra Nova. They have fortified the Devils Houſe, 
(which flanks the fide of the Cchorre rowards the Meut) with 
2 {trong Stone Redoubt, which they have called rhe Corte. 
This Houle, when the Spaniards had it, had but a ſimple Re- 


trenchment abour jt, and yet it held our four or five days. From 


the upper point of the Co-97,c, which is rowards the AMeuſe, 


fore 
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fore the Caſorte to the edge of the Hill upon the Meuſe : And + 
beyond all this, to cover the whole from the Sambre to the 
Meuſt, they had uncertaken a prodigious Line cut into the very 
Rock, all along the top of the Hill, near an Exol;fh half Mile 
in length, terminating upon the edge of the Hill towards the 
Sambre, and the ſame Hill towards the 7exſe, with two Re- 
doubts at each end. The Line was finiſhed, and the Redoubt 
cowards the Merſe was very forward ; but that towards the 
Sambre was but juſt begun, which they made up with Falcines 
upon our arrival before this place. This Line had a very fine 
Gate in the middle, ſuch as they uſe to make for rhe coming in 
to their Towns, but 'twas not finiſhed, [t would have been 
very difficult to have forced this Line from withour, but the 
paſſage of the Sambre at the Ballance not being fortified by the 
Enemy, it made way for us to attack this Line within; which 
made it but a cheap bargain (as we ſhall cell hereafter) : How- 
ever toadd as much ſtrength to it of this fide as the time of the 
Siege would allow them, they made a Battery of two pieces of 
Cannon upon the reverſe of the end of the Line towards the 
Sambre to fire upon the pats of the Ballance, and ſome Compeares 
or Traverles to fortifie the inſide of their Line, and a Perpen- 
dicular Line of Communication to the cover'd way of the Ca/- 
ſote. And indeed the Caſtle was ſo ſtrongly fortified upon the 
rop of. the Hill with all theſe Outworks, that it would have 
bezn a very tedious piece of work for us to have attack?d it this 
way : But the weak fide of the Caſtle and Cohorne was to- 
wards the Town and the Sambre, and the Enemies had not pro- 
vided for an Atrack of this fide, which made all theſe prodigious 
works fall into our hatids in leſs time than the French had taken 
this place before ; tho' then much inferiour ro what 'tis now in 
Strength and Fortification, * 

If the Enemies had reaſon to depend'upon the great {ſtrength 
of this Garriton, they had as much reaſon to expect a vigorous 
refiftance fromthe Forces that were init, which were very nu- 
merous, no leſs than twenty Pattallions, of which ſome were 
the beſt reputed Regiments of France ; but others, abour four 
or five, being whar they call Regiments de $4/ade , that is, Gar- 
rifon Regiments, which are not fit to put into the Field, Their 
old Corps nave generally one or two of thele Battallions, rae

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they train and exerciſe their Recruits and worſe men for one 
Summer, and then they draw them out the Campagne follow- 


ing. 1 hele Regiments are always weak, and therefore cannot 


coine up to the computation of other Batrallions; but I believe 


- that all theſe Þattallions put together may very well be compu- 
ted 450 Men ſtrong, one with another, which makes go00 Foot; 


and 8 Regiments of Dragoons which march'd out 3 Standards 
each Regiment, w hich makes 24 Squadrons, which if com- 
pleat would amount to 2400 Dragoons ; bur [ dare ſay that 
(conſidering their haſty and quick March from the Scheld to this 


place, by the Sambre and Dinarnt) they could not exceed 2000 


Men. There was beſides 6 Independent Companies in the Town, 


and Artificers, Miners, and Gunners; all which joyn'd together 
made about 1 20co effective Men at the begitining of the Siege. 


Bur for the more particular ſatisfaction of the Reader, 1 ſhall

Hitherto the French were not much diſturbed by. us in the Town of 
Naaur ;, tor we had not yet broke ground before the place z and the 
Warer of the Meuſ- was {o low. that we could not get our Cannon up 
ſo ſoon as we expected; for when they were come up to Huy, the 
River was found 1o ſhallow, that we were forced to unload our Can- 
non, and put them in lefler Veſſels to bring them ; which as it requir'd 
time, fo conſequently it retarded very much the vigorous proſecution 
of the Siege : Nevertheleſs the King, with the Elector, went every 
day to vilit the Poſts near the Town, anJ among the reſt, Ju!y 1 {r, 
as the King was riding near the Town to oblerve the Enemies works, 
a Lieutenant and Cornet of Dragoons deterted from the Enemy, and 
came to the King, pretending themlelves to be of Liege, and that they 
would not ſerve againſt their own Forces,and ihe Allies of their Prince. 
The ſarme day my Lord Cats.came to the Camp. at Temploux with ſix. 
Battallions ;' the Second of the Firft Regiment of Guards, his own 
or the Colaſtream:Battallion of Guards, with the Regiments of Tre- 
lawney, Ingolcesvy, Naan, and Heyder. | he lait, ' being Dutch, went 
into the Line of Circumvallation. My Lord Crs had been detach'd 
from Prince YVaudemonts Army the 24t9 of June, with ten Battallions, 
bur at Yilvorae he received Orders to lend back Mackays Regiment, 
and three more Dutch, to Aloſt ; From Aloft Colonel Azetays and 
Count 4 0Ohnas Regiments went back to Prince /audemont, - bur the 
other two-went to reinforce the Garrifon of Acth. For upon our un- 
dertaking of this Siege, the Mareſchal of /llezoy (whom, we haveletc 
incamped near Co7t-ay, without the Line) had paſſed the Sche/d near

| We were ſo long before Namur without breaking ground againſt 
the Town, that people began to talk very variouſly about this Siege ; 


as if we had not deſignd ir, bur rather (having lodg'd a ſtrong Gar- 


riton in this place ) to undertake an eafier work, and .befiege Charle: oy z 
for from the 23rh of June that the Town was inveſted, to this time, 
we had done nothing but work'd at our Line of Circumvallation, and 
made our Bridges of Communication ; one upon the Samb-e, between 
Flavennes and the Abbey of Malogne ; the lecond upon the Meuſe, 
above Namur,towards Dinant ; and the third upon the en/e, below 
Namur,towards Huy. But the true reatonof our ſlownels proceeded 
from our want of Cannon, part of which came up the laſt day of Jane ;

All this was ſo coatriv?d by the Prince, from the 
Right to the Left, that the Army diſappear'd all at once, 
juſt as if it [had. vaniſhed out of the.Enemy's Sight. The 
Prince, and the Duke of Wirrcmberg, and other Generals, 
kept to the Retrenchments till all was marched off; form- 
ing, with themſelves, Domeſticks and Attendants, a lit- 
tle Body of Horſe, ſtill. to impoſe upon the Enemy, and 
followed the Army. as ſfoon as ?*twas all got off, The 
Enemics finding themſelves cheated, did. what. they could 


_ toovertake and fall upon our Rear : 7ontal particularly 


endeavoured to fall upon that Body commanded by Mon- 
henur dA" Arverguerqgue, which march'd off 'by Winck to Ae- 
vel. He overtook the Rear with ſome Squadrons of Horſe 
and Dragoons : But our Defiles were good, and Briga- 
dier Colter had ordered all the. Granadiers of his Bri- 


_ gade to the Rear of all, to face the Enemy from time to 


time 
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time' as they advanced in their Defiles ; which was ſo well 7,1. 
contrived, that the Granadiers with their Fire kept the . 
Enemies at a diſtance, and inade the Retreat good, and. 
Aontal could not do us the leaſt harm. When they had - 
faiPd here, they <ndeavoured to fall upon . the Rear of . 
our body. of Fcot, which was : brought . up by Count de. 
Noyclies Lieutenant-General. They ordered a Line of 
Foot to advance, with ſome Horſe and Dragoons ; but - 
the Foot was got already ſo far that they conld not hurt 
them. However two Squadrons of their- Dragoons put 
green Bounghs in- their Hats, which 1s our ſign of Battle, 
and ſpoke ſome French and ſome Engliſh, as 1f they, had 
been ſome of our own Reer-Guard : It was then the . 
dusk of the Evening ; and with this Stratagem they were }. 
ſuffered to come up cloſe to our Rear of Foot, and mar- 
ched with them a little way, till they came to a con- 
venient place, that they fird npon our Rear, and then - 
feli in with thetr Swords. This put the firſt Battallion 
in great diſorder ; but the other immediately. facing a- - 
ont, oblig d the Enemics: to retire. They kilPd us fe- 
veral Men, and made ſome Priſoners : The Lunenburgh: 
Regiment of. Luck ſuffered meſt  in- this occaſion. . And: . 
this is the only loſs we receiv'd from the Enemy 1n-this-. 

reat and renowned Retreat ; which 1s as fine: a piece of 
the Art of War as can be read of in Hiſtory, and which. - 
_can- hardly be paralle]d in it ; which has ſhew'd more 
the Art, Condud, and Prudence of a General, than if 
the Prince had gain'd a conſiderable Victory : And this 
is the Senſe his Majeſty was pleas'd to expreſs of 'it in. 
a Letter he writ to Prince Yaudemont upon this occaſion. 
By this Prince Faxdemont bafled all the Enemy?s Deſigns, 
which aimed at no leſs than the loſs of Flanders, by -the. . 
ruin. of his Army ; and for this. Reaſon had Jaid aſide all - 
thoughts-of beſieging Arh or Audenarde, to get Newport. . 
and do to have -a.paſlage free within- our Canals, which 
cover ,the Spaniſh Flanders. This would not only have 
been the Conſequence.of the Prince's defeat, but likewiſ.. 


the. raiſing of the Siege of Namur muſt have follow'd [nd

7 he Prince having made his Retreat in this order, 
and the Army being paſs'd Dejrſe, and got as far as Ne- 
vel in the way to Ghent, *twas orderedto halt, and reſt

Great General, Charles IV. Duke of Lorrain, his Father ; 
That when an Army 1s upon the Retreat, it muſt be 
ſure to retreat out of -the Enemy's reach ; for which 
Reaſon he ſent Orders to Sir Henry Bellaſis to march 
immediately with” the Foot to Ghent; and the Army 
came to ary-K rk that night, under the Walls of Ghe 7, 
without Bruges-Port ;, and it was all got here by fix a 


- Clock the next morning. Whilſt the Army was upon 
- the halt at Neve!l, Major-General Churchill, beings juſt by 
the Houſe where he had his Quarter the laſt Spring, when 
we formd a Cimp between Deinſe and Ghernr (as the 
Enemies were working at their new Lines) went in, to 


reſt himſelf, and ordered a Sergeant and twelve Meu of 


the next Revim: 2nt for a Guard upon it.: Bur as the 'Ar- 


my marched on, the Regiment did nor ſend ro call off the 
Sergeant and - his twelve Men, and the whole Regiment 
and Army march'd without their. knowledge ; they ſtill 
expected to have found the Army by them the next 
morning 3 Major General Ch:rchill, being fatigud, went 


'to ſleep; Lientenant-Colonel Godolphin of Sir Fevil Gran- 


vills Regiment was with him, and Major Negus of the 
Major-Generals Reg giment, and Captain Lloyd his 4ide de 
Camp. The next morning very early, as they were get- 


_ ting up, they found that the Army' was marched on, 
ang the Centries gave notice that a French Party was 


juſt upon them : They calPd 1n the Sergeant and fix Fr 


_ (the reit being difper?d Centries) into the Honſe : 


prov'd that it was no Party, but Maroders of the Rowe, 
who came to plunder the Country. The fix Soldiers 
beirg gor into the Houſe, and the Doors ſhut up, fir'd 
upon the Frepch , which made them retrear. In the 
mean time the Major-General made all haſte to endeavour - 
ro make his eſcape ; and being got. out of the Houſe, 
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the French Maroders had ralfy'd with their Camarades to ly. 


force the Houſe ; ſo he fell in the Hands'of to of them, 
who pitunderd him, took his Gold , his Watch , his 
Coat, and Cravat ; but being j:alous of one another, they 
were for dividing immediately the Spoil ; and fo they 
ſpoke to the Major-General to ſet down by a Hedge, . 
and that if ze offered to ſtir, they were ſo many about 
the' Houſe that they would: certainly ſhoot. him. They. 
got on the other fide of the Hedge to ſhare that which - 
they would not truſt with one another : Whilſt they 
were bulie at this work, the Major-General feeing no bo-- 
dy to obſerve him, flipp'd to the other fide:of another 
Hedge hard by ; and ſo having two Hedges between him © 
and them, he got out of therr fight. He pais'd by one 
of their Centries, who took him for one of the French 
Army, and asKd him which way the Ariny march'd, . 
to which the Major-General anſwer?d accordingly, . 
and ſo made his eſcape, and got to our Army at Mas. 
7y-Kirk, having marched moſt on Foot in his Coats. As 
for Lievtenant-Colonel Godolphin, Major 1Veos, and Cap-- 
tain L/nyd, which were {till In the Houſe, they had not ſe 
good Fortune; but the Houſe was ſoon invironed : The 
Maroders came with a Drum to make them believe they 
had an Officer with them ; and ſv.theſe Gentlemen, ex- 
pecting good Treatment from an Officer, yielded them- 
ſetves Priſoners of War : 'But as ſoon as the Door was- 
open, the mobb of Soldiers got in, and fell on plunder- 
ing. There-was a great deal of Baggage inthe Houſe, . 
as Saddles and Furniture for Horſes, and'in the Barn ſy- 
veral good Horſes. Thoſe that got in firſs minded only: 
the Plunder ; others follow'd,” who finding no other _ 
Booty, ſtripp'd Colonel Godolphin naked, and had him away 
Pri oner in this condition : Major Veg and Captain Lloyd 
were not treated quite ſo ill, having ſome of their Cloaths 
left them. But they were all carried Priſoners to the 
Marechal de Yilteroy , who made ſome Excuſes for their 
ill Treatment, and was himſelf very civil to them.' He 
rave them immediatly their. Liberty, and — 
QUIQ 
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ſhould ſtay no longer but to refreſh themſelves. ' He 1nv1- 


ted them to Dinner the next day, and ſo ſent them back 
without Ranſom. 


The Mareſchal de Yileroy having lipp*d this opportuni- 
ty cf falling upon Prince Yaudement, by his wiſe and hap- 
Py Retreat, march d with the French Army to Rouſſelar; 


and Prince YVaudemont, who hag march'd all night as far 


as Mary Kirk.,vnder the Walls of Ghent, halted here till 
nine of | the Clock in the morning, that he judged all 
the Straglers were got up to the Army, and ſo marci- 


ed through Ghent, and incamp*d without Brufſtls Pore. 


And as Prince Yanudemont forelaw that the Enemies 
having miſs d this opportunity would march toivards 
Newport , {o twelveBattallions had orders not to pitch 
their Tents, bur-to be ready to march under the .com- 


mand of Sir Hcy Bellaſis Lieutenant General ; but the 


Army marching through Gherr, and the Baggage, this 
Detachment conld not repaſs the Town to march to- 
wards Brnges till the next day early in the morning. 
Brigadier Ofc! was left in Denſe, and a Swediſh Re- 
e1ment, bÞelides a Detachment. Prince YVaudemonet had 
writ a Letter the 4th. tothe King, to give him an ac- 
count of his Circumſtances, and of the motions of the 
Enemy to attack him ; which made us very anxious be- 
fore Namur for the ſucceſs of that Aﬀeair. The next 
day in the morning he ſent an Expreſs to the King, to 
give his Majeſty an account of his ſuccefsful Retreat, 
which the King received at night.; which good News 
caus'd an univerſal Foy before the Town, and diſlipated 
all the *pprehenſions we had for the ſafety of Prince 
Vaudemonts Army. This brings me back again from 
Flanders to ſpeak of the progreſs of the Siege of 


Damur.. 


The 4th. the Enghifb Army employed in this Siege were 
like to toſe all their money coming from Louvain under 
an Eſcorte of about 100 Horſe, and 5o of Dopf s Dra- 
goons.

Forces'Was with them :: They met, by Perwys, at a Le- July. 
file, with a good Party of the 'Enemy's Horſe and Dra- 
goons from Charleroy, which at firſt made ours give way, 
thinking them ſtronger than really they were. The Pay- 
maſters of the Regiment had put their money into a 
Waggor, which the, Enemy overthrew, and were taking 
out the Horſes: In the mean time, the Officer com- 
manding -our. Party, who' hefore. had done | his beſt to 
make Is people ſtand, rallyed: them again ; who find- 
ing that the Enemy: were not ſo ſtrong as at firſt they 
apprehended ithem, came on upon them, and fo the 
Enemy. were obliged to retire in their turn. But the 
Waggon being over-turned, ſeveral Regiments loſt their 
money in the confuſion, ſome taken by the Enemy, and. 
ſome by our own Troopers : However, the Enemy be- 
ing .near our Camp, and afraid of another Party, went 
off as faſt- they could to'Char/eroy, their Garriſon, having 
no great occaſion to brag of their Booty, which they quit» 
ted as ealily as they got it. Ar. Hill was ina Coach, 
but he made his eſcape upon a Led-Horſe. The fame 
day Lientenanr-Colonel Bz/ling of Selryn's Regiment was 
commanded with 300 men to take Poſt upon the riſing 
Ground of this ſide the Sambre, over-againſt the Houſe of 
the other fide, called the Ballarzce, where the Enemy had 
a- good Guard to defend the: Paſſage of the River. This 
was In- order to make ſome Batteries upon the ſide of 
this Hill, to diſl-dge the Enemy. from -the Ballazce and 
the Abbey of Sale. . This. Poſt was pretty warm at 
firſt, being exposd to the tire of the Battery of two, 
upon _the.end of the Enemy's Line, of which we have 
before given an acconnt. But our men ſoon pnt them- 
ſelves under Cover, and thts Poſt was daily relieved with 
a Lieutenant-Colonel and 3025 men, till we had gain d the 
Paſlage of the Sambre. _ At night Major-General #7 «ktor: 
commanded the Trenches. The 5th. or about this time, 
Baron Fleming Velt Mareſchal-Gegeral of the Ele&or of 
Brandenburgh's Forces, came to the Camp before _—

July. and" took his Quarter on 
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the other fide' of. the” Menſe,. 
with the Brandenburgh Troops under this. Command, which 
hitherto had been commanded by the. Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral Baron Heyden. The ſame day it: was reſolved, that. 
the Ergliſh Forces incamp'd at Temp oux,..ſhouid open the- 
Trench upon the Right of the Enemys Retrenchment, 
direQing their Approaches towards the old Tower of: 
Cockle ; That three Engliſh Regiments ſhould . mount the. 
Trenches here, and three Dutch upon the Left rowards 
the Menſe. where they had opened. the Trench, near 
the Village of Boyge. Accordingly in the Evening, my 
Lord Cutts Brigadier was commanded with the Regi- 
ments ,. Royal, Selwyn, . and Trelawny, for this Work ;, 
and Major-General Sal{/ch had- the. Trenches. The En- 
ginier miſſed. in.the-night the Ground: where we were to 
begin to work, which was in a bottom upon the Right 
of the Enemy's Rettenchment or covered way : And ſo. 
theſe three Regiments returned without breaking Ground. 
 Fhe 6th. Major-General Lindeboom mounted the I renches, 
and Brigadier Firzparterick , with the Regiments of Sey-- 
mour and Columbine (being that lately commanded by the 
- Marquiis de Rada, Son to the Marquiſs de AMontporillan, 
who dyed of a Fever at Bruges thebeginning of the Cam-. 
Pagne , and the: Regiment was given to Lientenant-. 
Colonel Columbine, Captain of the Guerds, who had b:en- 
Lieutenant-Colonel tot in thetime of Colonel Babjington)- 
the third was the Regiment of Fuſiljers. This night 
theſe Regiments opened the Trench: before the: Enemy's. 
covered way upon the-Hill -of Bouge, taking the ' oppor- 
tunity of the hollow gronnd to begin their work very 
near the Enemy, Captain Thilips of.

ſhould be made. Priſoners ot War, according to the. 
Cartel - made in the beginning of this War; and that 
Prince Yaudemont accordingly reclaimed theſe Priſoners, 
the fortnight being expired, and offered. their Ranſom ; 
yet the Marechal de Yilleroy, by the Fr. nch King $- Or- 
ders, . refuſed to return them till the Campagae ſhould 
be over : All which were notorious violations of the 
Capitulation , without the leaſt Regard or Honour to 
the pnblick Faith.

defend the Paſſage of the River, between their Line and 


The Forces quartered hetween the Sambre 
and the Me:ſe, being Dutch and Bavarians forced this Paſ- 
ſxpe of the Sambre, at the ſame time we were driving the 
Enemies from the Counterſcarp of St. Nicholas his Gate. 
100 Bavarian Grenadiers, and 5co Musketeers were com- 
manded for this,Enterprize with a Colonel, Lieutenant- Co- 


lonel, Major,andOfficers proportionable to theDetachment; 


there was a Detachment of an equal number of Dutch, and 
the ſame number of Officers: A Major with 150 Fuſi- 
liers followed to ſuſtain them. Theſe ' paſgd the Sambre 
at the Bridge of Communication above Flavennes, to be 
ready to paſs the Bridge at the Ballance as ſoon as it 
ſhould De made, which Work they were to cover : 50 
Grenadiers and 300 Musketiers went of the other ſide of 
the River, commanded by a Lieutenant-Colonel, and 600 
men, commanded by a Colonel, to ſuſtain them, Theſe 
were to march by the Maiſon Blanche along the way made 
to draw the Boats upon the River, and ſo under the Hills 
to the Ballance. They had belides ſix S-uadrons of Horſe 
and Dragoons to march after them, and cover them from 


the Enemies Sallies out of the Caſtle. Six Bilanders, or 


great Boats, were made ready to go down the River 
at the ſame time as the Foot marched on both ſides of 
it: Theſe Boats were contrived for the making of ' a 
Bridge at the Balance, and had a Breaſt-work made upon 
their ſides Musket ſhot proof, to cover about 200 Bavarian 
Soldiers they had on Board. During theſe Preparations our 
Batteries upon the Sambre played as+faſt they could to 
diſlodge the Enemies out of the Ballaxce, which Houſe

As ſoon as we had made our 
felves Maſters of this Poſt , we ſent a Detachment to 
the Abbey of Salſez, which the Enemies immediately a- 
bandoned, and we took poſſefhon of it with a Captain 
and 100 men.

Church to the exſe, Our Batterjes play*d very furi- 
ouſly.

Major General Caliſch and my Lord Cutts mounted the 


Trenches Yvith the Brigade of Gyuards.. The. Battallion 
of Scors Guards did Duty at the King's Quarter. In 
lery and Mortars from. the, Batteries, ,and. the ſmall ſhot 
from the Trenches, and round ks whole Line of Cir- 
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7. ly, -umvallation three times, for the taking of Cafal ih lra-' 
ly by the Luke of Savoy and the Alies; all the Regr- 
ments being drawn out abont the Line of Circumval- 
lation for that purpoſe, made a very fine running 
fire in ſuch a vaſt compaſsof Ground. The 19th. in 
the Morning we had finiſhed a Battery of ſeven picces 
of Cannon on the Bavarian ſide, upon the higheſt part 
of the Hill between the Sambre an the Menuſe, which 
play'd very hard to make a Breach upon the Left of 
the Gate of the Enemies Line. In the Evening the E- 
letor of Bavaria made a very great Detachment of the . 
Dutch and Bavarian Troops to the Ballance, in order to 
have attacked the Enemies within tl.eir | ine between the 
Sambre and the Meuſe ; but becauſe a conſiderable reſir- 

ſtance was expetted, the King judg?*d it too I:te, and 
deferr d It till the next morniming : However the ſaid 
Detachment lay all night upon their Arms at the Bal- 
lance to be ready to fall on in the morning : The Ene-.

us harm ; however, our Loſs was «not anſwerable to the 
terribleneſs of the noiſe in the Attack. We had in the Bri- 
gade of Gnards but nine Men killed, and thirteen wound- 
ed, and I ſuppoſe our Loſs was proportionable in the other 
Regiments. In the firſt Regiment of Engliſh Guards, 
Captain Cripeny and Enſign Shure were wounded : in the 
Royal Regiment, Lieutenant Archibald Himiltcn, wounded; 
in Sehyyrs; Lieutenants Caſtles, and Corbownel killed : In 
Trelawney's, Enſign Nuby killed, Captain Mitchel and Lieu- 
tenant Cole, wounded : In Stanley's, Captain Helidey of the 
Granadiers wounded ; In Maitland*s, Lieutenant Carrent, 
killed. The King did not leave the Att ick till all was over, 
and did not return to his Quarters till after Mid-night. *The 
24th. our Engliſh Battery played very hard upon the Ba- 
ftion de St.'Rech, in order to make the Breach Attackable, 
now that our Lodgment .upon the Conterſcarp was ſuffici- 
ently extended for an Aſtlaule ; all the other Batteries played 
with'the t2me vigour, and the Brandenburgh*s particularly, 
to make the Breach of the Pemi-Baſtion more eaſie, and 
to Ruine the Half Moon of St. Nicholas, The Bridge of 
Communication between this Half Moon and the Curtain 
was quite broke to pieces,fo that the Enemies'could no more 
Relieve it. But when we expeRed yet another Affault upon 
. the Breaches for the next day, the Count Je Guilcerd came 
himſelf upon the Bieach of the Demi-Faſtion, where he 
Ordered:a white Flag to be put up, ro Capiculate ; upon

Scors Guards, who. waited upon Major-General Ramſay 
in the Trenches, was ſent to the Breach to know what 
Count Guiſcard defired, who asked to {peak with Major- 
General Ramſay ; Whereupon the Major-General went him- 
RIF, and after uſual. Civilities on both ſides, the Count de 


- -» Gu:{card told him, That though the Neceflity and Condition 


of their Affairs was not ſuch as to oblige them to Capitulate, 
_ yerfor the Preſervation of the Town, they were willing to 
give it up upon Honourable Terms, and delired that: Ho- 
| ſtages might be exchanged, to enter upon the terms of the 
Capitulation. Major-General Ram{/ay told him, That he 
would acquaint the Duke of Hol/tein-Ploen with it, whoſe 
Quarter was juſt by ; and that he ſhouid have his Anſwer 
in an hour. The word of Honour being giver on both ſides 
for a Ceſſation of Arms, during the time, Major-General 
Ramſay went himſelf to the Dukeof Ho/ftein-Pleen,and from 
thence to the King, who Dined this day at his own Quar- 
ter, being come very late from the Attack the over. night, 
and ſo could not be in the Trenches «he rext. Morning. 
His Majeſty ſent the Major-General back to the Trenches, 
with power to exchange Hoſtages; and an Expreſs was 
ſent to the Ele&or of Bavaria, to give him notice of it, and. 
to Commiſſion a Perſon to. Treat with Count Guiſcard for 
the Surrendring of the Town. Major-General Ramſay 
being returned to the Trenches, acquainted the Count de 
Gaiſcard that he could give Hoſtages to enter into Treaty. 
Whercupon the Count de Negent, Colonel of the King's 
Regiment of Dragoons, and the Chevalier de Ville For: 
Major of Brigade , came out of the Town for Hoſtages 
for the Ecſfieged. Colonel S:ymur,and Lieutenant- Colonel 
| Sterkin of the Hanncuer Troops, and Mayor of Brigade, 
- wentup the Breach into the Town. for. Hoſtages of our fide. 
The Baron de Noirmont went. in for the Eleor of Bavaria, 
to Treat about the Terms of the Capitulation ; which was 
after ſome conteſtation, agreed upon, and Signed the next 
day by the Elector of Bavaria ; and. confilted of the 
ok ag Articles.

The Evening after the Capitulation ſign'd, Colonel 
Lauder took Poſleflion of the Porte de Fer, with 500 Men, 
as 'tis agreed-upon in the Eighth Article, putting a Guard 
in the inner Gate, in a Line oppoſite to the Guard of the 
Beſieged. His Majeſty was preſent, and the French Officers 
crowded very much upon the Rampartto ſee the King, ask- 


ing ſtill where the King was, and which was the King ? 


Afﬀter we had Poſſeflion of this Gate, we began to draw off 


- our Batteries, and the Day following, in the Morning, 


the Garriſon of the Redoubts of St. Fiacre, St. Anthony , 
and Piednozr ; the two firſt upon the ſide of the Hill, be- 
fore the Town, between St. Nico/ar's Gate, and the 
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Porte de Fer, and the laft at the Foot of the Hill, before 
the Porte de Fer, covering the Sluyce of the Brook of Ve- 
derin, which runs in the Fe at this Place. We found 
their Falconnets in theſe Forts, which had fo gall'd us in 
our Trenches before the Counterſcarp ; one was of King 
Henry the Fourth's Reign, with his Artillery Deviſe upon 
it, Ratio ultima regum.. As ſoon as the Capitulation was 
pes , Count de' Nafſau-weilbourg Major-General,. was 

e 


tach'd with .about 22- Squadrons of Horſe towards. 
Bruſſels, to jom and re-inforce Prince Vaulemont”s Army. 


The Ele&or of Bavaria nam'd the Count de Brouvay Go- 
vernour of Namur, till ſuch a: time as the King of Spam 
ſhould approve of him, or appoint another : this Govern- 
ment, with that. of ons, the Citadels of Antwerp, and 
Ghendt, and the Town of Offend, being always reſerv'd 
to the King's own Nomination ; the reſt is at the Choice 
of the Governours of the Low-Ceoamries, The 25th. the 
Count de' Brouay, Governour of Namur , and Sergeant- 
General de Bataille, took Poſſeſſion of the Place, with Six 
Dutch Regiments, after the French had: withdrawn into 
the Caſtle. The Town was not much endammag'd by 
the Siege ; that Street only which leads to St. Nicolas's 
Gate being. batter'd by aur Cannon and: Bombs, - it be- 
ing. impoflible to fire *em fo juſtly always, but that ſome 


muſt get into the Town ;; however,. we avoided it as much 


as we: could 2. And: as for the Condition of the Breaches, 
they were ſuch, that the Belieged could yet have ſuftain'd. 
another. Aſſault ; for the Breach of the Baſtion of St. Roch 


was not yet ſufficiently applaniſh'd to atrack it, and if ic 
| had been carried by Ailault, the Befieged had ſtill a Fofle, 
and an old Wall within; beſides the Retrenchment they had 


made within the old Wall, to make their Capitulation. But 
I believe, the Truth 4s, they had loſt ſo many Men in the 
defence of the "Town, that the Marechal de Bouflers, and 
Count de Guiſcard, thought it convenient to 'referve the 
reſt for the more neceſlary defence'of the Caftle, and itz 


Frong, Appendencies, - where they expected a certain Re- 
hef, and therefote they would provide for a-good Refi. 
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ſtance there to expe it. The Garrifon marched into the 
Caſtie 7000 effective Men, having loſt about 5ooo. in 
Defence of the Town, killed, wounded, and deſerted; 
of the laſt there were a great many, and. particularly the 
day that they evacuated the Town feveral hundreds hid 
themſelves in the Tnhabitanes Cellars, and others got over 
the Walls near the Gate we had in Poſleflion. The French, 
in quitting this place, broke the Bridge over the Sambre 
thatleads to the Ca'tle, and pulled down all the Houſes a-

The fame day we took Poſleflion of the Town 
Count Naſſau Lieutenant-General, with Major-Generals 
Ramſay ,Salisxch, and Henkelom, Brigadiers Fitzpatrick, Selwyn, 
and Lord George Hami/ion, Friſhyew;, and Heyden, were lent a- 
way from the Siege with 30. Battalions, to march towards 
Bruſſels, to re-inforce Prince YVaudemont, and to makean. Ar- 
my capable for the future. to. make Head againſt Yileroy: 
Thirteen of theſe Battalions were Ergliſh, and ſeventeen 
Dutch ; Six Engliſh remained ior the Siege of: the Caſtle, 
the Battalion of the ſecond Regiment. of Engliſh Guards, 
"the firft Battalion of Dutch Guards, - Seymour, Columbine, 
Stanley, and Lauder.. That'day the 30. Battalions (Com- 
manded by Count Naſſau encamped at Temploux, the 
{ame place where, we -encamped the beginning of the Siege : 
The Engliih having left a Horſe, a Company as before, to 
bring up our Morcars irom- Louvain to Namur. The 28th. 
we marched by AMaſy to Sombret, and were.re-inforced by . 
32. Squadrons of -Horſe and Dragoons, Commanded by 
Licutenant- Generals du Puy, and /a Foreft : Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral 4« Puz Commanded the'Spaniſh Cavalry,and /a Foref# 
the King's and that of the States. The: 29th, we Marched 
to Genap. through the Plains of Fleuri, and by Mei: ; we 
paſled by my Lord of A4t4lon?'s Camp at Livercey, which re- 
 mained 6n our right Flank. Atter my Lord of >/:h/one had 
conſumed the Forrage at Herlaymont Capell:, Marimont, 
and about Bmch, he: Marched back tothe River Picton, to 
Pont & Ceiles, Wherethe had Encamped before at the begin- 
ning

ing of the Siege of Namur: From thence, when the Town Ca- 
pitulated, he marched to this Camp of Libercey, in order to 
advance towards Prince Vaudemont's Army. Theſame Even- 
ing we came to Genap, my Lord of Arhloze came up to us,and 
took the Command of the Army: he brought along with him 
80. Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons, fo that we had now 
befidethe 30. Battalions, 112. Squadrons. The Cavalry En- 
camped higher up the Dyle before the Foot, and the Foot 
with. the right at Genap, and left toward the Abbey of /:1- 
lers- Perwys,with the Cauſey that goes to Namur before them. 
The 3oth.my Lord of Arhlone took his Quarter in Genap,and 
we halted to obſerve the motions of the Marechal 4e /:- 
lerey, who was now advanced as far as Enghizn, in order to 
march back, and take the Poſt of AMaſy, if Villeroy ſhould 
march on to Nzvelle: or elſe to be ready to joyn Prince 
Vaudemont, if Villeroy ſhould make towards Bruffels. In 
order to this, Lieutenant General du Pay, was Detach'd 
with 1000. Horſe to obſerve the motions of the Enemy, 
(the 3oth.) and to ſecure the ſtrong Paſs of Braine le Chaſte- 
| au, if we ſhould be obliged to march nearer to Bruſſel: : 
by which the French could otherwiſe cut off the Commu- 
nication between us and the Prince, and have hindred us 
fromTncamping at Brainc-Alleu, and Waterlo. This brings 
me back from the Siege of Namur,to ſpeak of our Aﬀeairs in 
Flanders, and of the motions of Prince Vaaudemont, and the 
Enemy's Army. Oo 
We have left Prince Vaudemonr Encamped at Oof ackre, 
without Antwerp-Porte at Ghendt, between the Scheld, and 
the Canal of Sz/van-Ghendr, with 18. Battalions, (including 
Mackay, and Torjay, thatlay Incamped upon his Right to 
defend the paſſage of the Canal of Saſvar-Ghends at Mu- 
lenftein, ) _ 22. Squadrons of Engliſh Horſe, and 7. Dutch, 


all the Dragoons were with the Duke of Wirtemberg near 
Bruges Villeroy was Encampeg with the French Army, 
fince the taking of Deinſe, near Ghendr, with his Right at 
| Newel, and his Left at Gotbem upon the Lys where he re- 
mained five or ſix days; but before we attend his Army 
from hence to Brabant, we m not forget the Barbarities 
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and Inhumanities which the French Soldiers Committed 
in this Deſolate Country which was all at their devotion, 
of the French ſide of the Canal of Bruges: They Plundred 
all the Inhabitants, and ſtripp'd a great many naked ; and 
not only the Villages and Country People felt the Bar- 
barous Uſage of the Soldiers, but the Churches and Cloi- 


| ters ; and nothing, though never ſo Sacred and Holy, 


could eſcape their Sacrilegious Hands, They, ſtole all the 
Chalices that-they could find either in Churches or Prieſts 
Houſes, without any regard to their God. and Saviour, 
whom they pretend to be init; and Robbed the Tranſub- 


 ſtantiated Sacrament of his Dwelling and Habitation. - At 


Torhout, a conſiderable Borough, they Ruined the Place, 
Plundered the Inhabitants, ſtripping the beſt of them na- 


| ked; and their beaſtly Fury carried them to the very Cloi- 


ſter, Ravithing, without diſtinQtion, the Nuns, as well 


as other Women : And yet theſe. are the Men whom the 


French pretend to be the only Defenders of the Catholick 


Cauſe ; as if the Emperor, and King of Spain, were the 


greateſt Betrayers of this Intereſt, by their Alliance with 
the King, and the States of Holland. Whereas, not only 
thoſe whom they brand wich the name of Hereticks, but 
the very Turks and Barbarians would ſcarce be. guilty of 
{o much diſreſpect to their Holy Places. This 1s a ſhort 


__ Accountof the crying Miſchiefs the Enemies committed in 


Flanders, whilft it was expoſed to the Licentious Fury of 
their Soldiers; and no doubt, they could have done more; 
they could have Crown'd this Maſter-piece of Cruelty 
by the Bombarding of Ghend:, and Bruges, but the French 
King thought ic would make more noiſe in the World, 
and more Miſchief in the Spaniſh Netherlands to-Bom- 
bard its Metropolis, the Seat of its Governors, its chief

Night about Thirty fix Hours ; and notwithſtanding the 
feeble and valetudinary Diſpoſition of the Prince, yet in 
ſo long a March he was very often on. Horſeback, taking 


care of every thing; his Zeal tor the Cauſe, and Afﬀe- 


ion for the Service, overcoming all the Infirmities.of his 
Body, which ſeem'd to make prodigious Efforts to execute 
the wiſe Orders of his Mind. By this great March he 
gain'd the Advantage of the Enemy to get between them = 
and Namur, tho' he could not hinder the Bombarding of 
Bruſſels.

Offend. The 25th. Prince YVaudemont march'd through

Prince Vaudemont could 
have taken the Camp of Anderleck, where he could (being 
join'd by my Lord. of Athblomw and Count.

Fire of this Attack alarm'd our Camp, but without any 
farther Conſequence. The Enetnies having this Poſt, - 
plac'd Guards in all the Houſes along the Cautey to the ve- 
ry Gate of Anderlecht, the Meadows on both ſides of it 
lying funder Water.

If a Man red this Letter that knew nothing of the Ations 


of the fore-going Years, he would believe the French to be 
the moſt merciful People in the World, and that they did 
not know what Bombarding was,till we had caughtit them. 
Whereas this barbarous Treatment of Towns is wholly due 
to them, and 'tis they themſelves that have firſt practifd it 
in the World: They began firſt with Argiers ; and 'tis x2 
Years ſince they began to treat Chriſtians in the ſame man- 
ner as they had chaſtis'd this Neſt of miſcreant Pyrates. 
Genoua, Audenarde, and Luxembourg, above all Places, ſhould 
not read the Marechal de Villeroy's Letter. But in this War 
the French have more openly practis'd their incendiary 

Trade ; they have not only bombarded Lzege, the laft 
Campaign was Four Years, but at the beginning of this 
War, they have more cruelly and barbarouſly deſtroy'd 
"Towns that were in their own Poſleflion, and that rely'd_ 
upon the publick Faith of their own Capitulations : Some 
Reaſon may be alledg'd to juſtifie the bombarding of an 
Enemy's Town. We have bombarded their Sea Ports, 
becauſe they doe us all the Miſchief they ' can : But 
what Reaſon can be givgn for the burning of ſo manyTowns 
in the Palatinate, that had deliver'd themſelves up to the 
Dauphin's Army, as Worms, Spire, Openheim, and Franken- 
dal, Manheim, and afterwards Heidelberg ?

Thirty Battalions, Englih and Dutch , 
were ſent the ſame Day out of this Line of Circumval}a- 
tion to join Prince Vaudement ; and the day after, (28th.) 
the King left his Quarter at Auer rouge, to get Cother ſide 
of the Sambre at the Abbey of Malogne, which hithert 

had been the Ele&or's Quarter ; he kft it to the King, 
and took his Quarter, during the Siege of the Caftle, at a 
Cloyſter of the Carmelires near the Mernſe: 'The reft of the 
Troops before the Town paſs?d the Sambre (whereof Six 
were Engliſh) to be employ'd /in the Siege.

The 5th. we produc'd our Trenches 1090 Paces, turn- 
1np the Line to the Left cowards the Sambre, and the Point 
of the Cohorme, where we made an Angle faillant, turning 
again a little to the Right, which: we advanc'd 1co Paces 
more. About 60 Dragoons fallied out of the Cohorne,

He deny*d that he had any particular Commillion, 
but that his Regiment was in the Place, and that he en- 
deavour'd to repair to his Poſt. About Midnight, the 
Enemies made a Sally of 200 Dragoons and 660 Grena- 
diers : Major-General Rivera commanded the Right 
Trench, and my Lord Cuts the Left. Major General 
Rivera had plac'd a Captain and 60 Men without the 
Trench uporr the Right, to lie down upon their Arms, and 
to have Centries to obſerve the Enemy to prevent ſurpri- 
ſal. My Lord Cut: had done the fame upon the Lefr. 
The Centries of the Right. gave notice, That they faw a 
Body of Men coming down the Hill from the Czſorre. 
Upon which we ſtood all to our Arms in our Trenches, 
and made ſome Detachments. without to oppoſe to the E- 
nemies. The French Grenadiers camedown with a migh- 
_ ty Fury, making a great Noiſe as ſoon as they came near 
our Works, to ſtrike a Terror amongſt our Men ; but we 
were ready for them, which they found by the briskneſs 
of our fire.: The Van of the Enemies would then haye 
retreated the ſame way they came, but being hinderd'by 
choſe that ſuſtain'd them, they were oblig'd to turn to the 
Right, where they fell into the fire of the Out guards 
we had plac'd. to cover our Trenches. The Dragoons 
fallied (much about the ſame time with the Grenadiers) 
out of the Caſtle, coming between the Cohorne and the 
Sambre, where tliey fell among the Out-guards plac'd by 
my Lord Cuts to cover our Left Trench. We had then, 
as we had every Night, a Eody of Dragoons commanded 


by a Major, berween our Left Trench and the Abbey of

- the Terra nova. We had ſome other Batteries of a leſler 
| Calibre (the others-being generally 24 Pounders) diſpos'd 
upon the Walk, or Chemin des rondes of the Courtin, be- : 
tween the Porte. de: Fer and that of Bruſſels ; theſe fir'd in! 
reverſe: over the Town, and the River,. upon the aſcent. of” 
the Terra n%va, and old Caſtle, which over-looks the Town, 
and lay open to our view, . which very much incommoded' 
the Enemies ; for they could hardly {tir in the Caſtle with- 
out being feen, and all the Houfes in it Jay expos'd to this- 
Cannon. Our Mortars were diſfosd up and down in: 
ſeveral Courts. and Gardens along the Sambre, where the. 
Houſes -or Walls ſerv'd for Blinds to cover them ; ſome in 
tlie Governour's Garden, and. in the: Court of his Houſe, 
which 1s a very ftately Fabrick, butlt by the Prince of- 
Barharg.n ; others inthe 7eſuits-Garden, and 1n that of the. 
Urjulme Nuns;. others in the-Garden of the Refuge, ar.d the 
Court;of the Arſenal ; and moſt of: the-Lanes, which go - 
ta the Sambre,. had Mortars or Hawvitz, (theſe are hitic- 
Mortars which have under a Foot diameter) in them, co- 
ver'd with Blinds.

Enemies were Maſters of a Half-moon upon the fide of 
the Sambre. at the foot of the bottom which runs down 
between the Terra nova and the Cohorne : This was made 
for an Qut-work to the Town formerly, before the Co- 
borne was built, for which Reaſon it faces outwards towards 
the Hill of the Cohorne. Our Trenches being now ſo far ad- 
vanc'd between the Cohorne and the Sambre, it was thought 
fic to diſlodge the Enemies from it. This Place was fo 
much' under the command of our Batteries, along the 
Sambre, on the Town fide, that the Enemies did not dare 
to ſhew themſelves in it. We put a Detachment in a 
Bilander at the Abbey of Salſen, which came down the 
River, to attack this Poſt ; but upon the approach of our 
Men, the Enemies made little Refiftance;'and deliver'd it 
up ; a Lieutenant, and 17 Men, were made Priſoners in it, 
having liv'd in the Vault ſeveral Days without appearing. 
The Brandenhourghers at the ſame time made another Attack 
to diſlodge the Enemies ont of ſome Houſes they had along 
the. Meuſe, juft without the 'Gate of the 'Horn-work of 
Bule, upon the way that goes to: Givet, from whence they 


beat the Fnemy withlittle or no lofs, and made ſome Pri- 
ſoners. The Marechal de Villeroy being now- expected for 
the Relief of the Caſtle of Namur, Orders were given to .

The Marcechal de Villeroy intended to attack us the nexc. 


' Day, the King was inform'd of it, and the Army expected 
it; for which Reaſon all Officers and Soldiers were or- 


der'd to lie in their Cloaths with their Arms, ready to 
turn out -upon call. Prince Vaudement, tho' very much 
indiſpos'd, came by Three of- the Clock in the Morning 


In his Coach, and ſtood at the Head of the Englih Guards, 


notwithſtanding that he had kept his Bed 'Three or Four 
Days'betore, and had then a 'Feaverupon him: ;. the whole 


Army turn'd out an Hour before Day. We form'd our 
Battalions and Squadrons in a readinefs, and the King came 
_ at the ſame time to ſee us in a poſture of defence, and went 


in Prince YVaudemont's Coach to conferr with him upon the 

reſent Conjun&ture. The Weather was very thick and 
foggy, ſo that we could hardly ſee 50 Yards before us, but 
we had Out-guards all along beyond \OUT Retrenchments, 


_ to prevent any ſurprize ; nevertheleſs we were very much 
\.concern'd at the unſeaſonableneſs of the Fog, tho' *twas 

2s inconvenjent to the Enemy as to us: In the Morning, 
"the Brigade of Guards was commanded to the Right .at 


St. Denis, under theCommand of Major General Churchzl, 
to form a Referve, and fuſtain-the Eight Regiments, that 
had been .poſted here under Brigadier-F:rsparrick, which 
were all freſh, and had not been concern'd in. the-Siegs. 
of Namur. This was the moſt convenient Paſlage in our 
Camp, and *rwas expected that the moſt vigorous Attack 
of the Enemies would be here: ; therefore there was 
a great deai of Care'taken-to- fortifie all -the Avenues, 
and Church-yard of this Village.: 'The Brigade of Guards 
continu'd the Retrenchment trom the Village within the 
Hedges, and a marſhy botrom, by which they. continu'd 
it to the Hſe Retrenchment. And we'had now te” 
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15-well for the defence of this Paſſage, that we had no great Augaft 
 Apprehenſion of the Enemies coming here. The Heſtans ww 


had made very good Batteries upon ' their Retrenchments 
cover?'d with Gebiow;, from whence they command:d the 
whole Plain. There was another Paſſage to the Left of 
St; Depis, about an Frgliſh Mile before our Right Wing of- 
Horſe, which we retrench'd and fortify'd ; and Sir David 
Co/lier was poſted here with his Brigade and ſome Artillery. 
We retrench'd all the Riſing Ground. within Ma/y and Go!- 
fires, and ſo to the Woods we had upon our Right. This 
was the Poſture of our Camp this Day. The Enemies had 
made ſeveral Motions the Night before, and this Morning 
ſending-Teveral Podies, fometimes to their Right , and- 
ſometimes to-their Left, and their whole Camp was under 
Arms moſt part of the Night before, . and this whole Day. 
About Noon the Weather began to clear up, upon which 
Filleroy advanc'd to St- Denis, to obſerve our Poſts and our 
Army. We had barricaded the way through the Wood ' 
with ſeveral Trees we had cut down ; and the Boughs be- 


ing thick and green, and'. there being a large Barn: © 
hard by, he came by this way through the Wood, and 


took the opporeguey of this Cover, to come up-clole to 
this Retrenchment. As ſoon as, he was perceiv d, all our 


Men within the Retrenchment took. the. Alarm, and ſtood - 
to: their Arms, expeQing it, to be the Van-guard of the 


Enemies Army : The King was. at Dinner 1n his Tent , 
which. was pitch'd hard*by for that purpoſe, .who imme- 
diately got on' Horfe-back to obſerve the Enemy-: Burt 
Villeroy finding. himſelf diſcover'd”, retir'd immediately , 
having ſeen enough to. convince. him that 'twas nov fit to 
meddte with us here. _ T_ 
© The” Day being paſs'd without any Aion; and the Time 

prefling, (for now we began to wait in our Camp} the - 
King thought it not "convenient to deferr the Afſaule of - 
rhe Breaches of the Terra nova, and Coborne, any* lot 
ver; Wherefore a Detachinent was made this Evening - 
( 19th.) of 36 Grenadiers p:r "Company out of thoſe Re- - 


cert d- 


gumentsof His Majelty's For ces, which-had not been con- -

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tern'd in the Siege, and 18 out of thoſe that had been 
employ'd in it. 'The Grenadiers of the Brigade of Guards 
were commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Evans, Captain 
of Grenadiers in the firſt Battalion ; and the reſt by Colo- 
nel Epping, Colonel of one of the Daniſh Battalions. Bur 
before I proceed to give an Account of this Aﬀault, it is 
neceſſary to continue the Aﬀairs of the Siege to this time. 
The r5th. as (we have ſaid it before) wetook the Half- 
moon of the Sambre, which would otherwiſe have flank'd 
our Trenches, if we had not beat the Enemies from it, and 
likewiſe our Aſſault upon the Breach of Terra nova. The 
16th. being Maſters of this Half-moon, we began to work 
at a PFattery of 10 Pieces of Cannon, upon the Left of 
our inferiour Trench, between it and the Half-moon, 


_ which fir'd u the inward Face of the ſmall Baſtion, 


at the Foot of the deſcending Courtin of Terra nova : Our 
Bacteries from the 'Town could only fire upon. the outward 
Face towards the Sambre ; and beſides, this Battery firin 

more perpendicular apon the Breach of Zerra nova, ha 

yet a better effe& than thoſe from the Town. Captain 
Hart, of Colonel Courtbop's Regiment, was killed this Day 
in the Trenches. In the Evening his Majeſty left the 
Siege, to pur himſelf at the Head of the Army, upon /lle- 
roys Approach. Major-General Lindeboom reliev'd the 
Trenches this Night, with the Prince of Holffein Norbourg 


Brigadier , and Colonel Mackay of our Forces, This 


Night we advanc'd onr Trenches between the ſide of the 


| Coborne, and the Sambre. The Deſcent of the Hill from 


"the Cohorne to the Sambre being ſteep, this gave the Ene- 
'mies opportunity to make uſe of a Machine to hinder our 


W ork; they fild ſome Casks with Powder, Bombs, and Gre- 
nades, with a Fuzee at each end of the Cask, which they 
ecumbl'd down the Hill upon our Men ; but the Bombs and 
Grenades being too heavy in the Casks for the Powder, 
caus'd an unequal Motion of the Machine, which kinder'd 
its Effet ; for it could not rou] down ftrait, but inclin'd 
either to the Right.or to the Left, and if it fell per chance 
among our Workmen, they only open'd to the Right and 
Left, .and let it run down the [ill, tho? at firſt it put them 
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into ſome diſorder ; but the Machine made more Noiſe Auguſt. 


than Miſchief. The 17th. early in the Moming,. our Bat- 
tery (of 10 Pieces of Cannon, upon the 'Lefc of -our infe- 
rior Trench, began to play with very good ſucceſs; and 
contributed very much to level the Breach of the Terra 
nova for a more eaſie Aﬀault. By this time moſt of .the 
Enemies Carinon were diſmounted, exceps ſome great 
Pieces upon the Cavalier of Terra nova, which could not 
bear low-enough npon us that attack'd from the bottom of 
the Hill, and Yo did ns no harm ; but their Drakes were 
{tl}+roubleſome , which being light, they could . cafily 
draw. up and: down where they were moſt convenient for 


-them.. In the Afternoon we diſcover*d a Party of the 


Enemies; of 20 Troopers from 'the Garriſon'of Dinar, 
which. had poſted themſelves in Ambuſcade juſt .by our 
Line of Circumvallation, towards the Meuſe;. where a De- 
tachment of the EleQor's. Guards were. poſted, who at- 


- tack?'d them, killing 6 of the Enemy. and- made the Lieu- 


tenant Priſoner, and +7 more of his Party. In the Even- 
ing- Major-General [Swerin commanded the Tretiches , 
with . Brigadier Dedem.,, and. Colonel Friderick Hamilton. 
The Breaches being now:conſiderable, the Enemies work'd 
hard every Night co. make, Retrenchments and Traverſes 
within the Breaches of the Terra nowa,- and Cohorne : and 
our Bombs playing without intermiffion in theſe Works, did 
(no -doubt ) -kill them a great many Men. The 18th. Ma- 


or-General /2 Cave had the Trenches, and Brigadier Herne, 


with. Colonel Courrhop of ' the Engliſh. Our Artillery from 
all Parts continu'd its uſual Fury, and the Enemies, whilſt 
we . work'd. in our Trenches, ſtill .us'd their Machines to 
interrupt our Men; they -tumbPd down Six Bombs this 

Night, but with as little effe& as before. The x9th..upon 
expectation that the Marechal de Villeroy would attack the 
King's Army, the Ele&or waited upon: his Majeſty : But 
Villeroy having thought it' more convenient to let it alone, 
the King, -with the Elector, 'and Prince Veudemort, and 
other chiet Generals, concerted the Aſult for the next 


Day.

It was order'd by the Duke of Bawaria, the 


Night before the Action, That all the Troops 'de- 


ſign'd for the ſeveral Attacks, ſhould march into the

The Lord Ca#ts, in purſuance of this Order, 
march'd into the Trenches with his Men ſome Hours 
before Day; but there not being room enough to- 
cover all his Men, he was forced to place Three Re- 
giments at the Abbey of Ss/ſex, which was the 
neareſt Place to the Trenches where they could lie 


_ undiſcover'd. 


The Diſpoſition which my Lord Cutts made for 
the Engliſh, was as follows : __

Grenadeers being kid or wounded, particularly 
Captain Miztche? of. the Guards ſhot dead, and Co- 
lonel Evavs deſperately wounded ; my Lord Cr7?s 
recciving a ſhot m7 his Head, which diſabl'd him tor 
lore tame ; the Count 4: Mercy, Colonel W:rd/r, 
Co!onel.

- not poflibly to be retriev'd, and obſerving the Bawarians, 

upon Count Rivera's Attack, engagd 11 a very hot Fire, 
who ( notwithſtanding Count R:wvera was killd, and the 
Prince of Holſter Nerbaurg Brigadier, wounded ; and that 
moſt of the Officers of the Bavarian Guards, and other 
| Regiments, were killd and wounded ) had fix'd themſelves 
upon the outermoſtRetrenchment of thePoint of theCohorne 
next to the Sambre, and maintain'd the Poſt with a great 
deal of obſtinacy, but could not gain any more Ground ; 
order'd 200 Men to be detach'd out of the Engliſh Troops, 
and that none ſhould be choſen, but ſuch as were reſolv'd 
to carry their Point or dye by it, upon Promile of diſtin- 


guiſhing Rewards to ſuch as ſhould do any extraordinary 


AQtion ; and ordering thoſe to be ſuſtain'd by the Regi- 
ment of Mackay, and that the other ErgliſhForces ſhould 
rally and ccme after as ſoon as they could, he refolv'd to 
bend his whole Force, to make good the Bavarian Attack : 
And as Joon as he was come to the Place of Aion, he 
detach'd Lieutenant Cockle, of Mackay's Regiment, with a 
Party of choſen Men, with the following Orders : | 

That he ſhould attack the Face of the ſaillant Angle, next 
to the Breach, Sword in Hand, without firing a Shor,

All 
this ſucceeded fo well, that Lieutenant Cockle entring the 
Paliſades, beat the: Enemy from the cover'd way, and 
lodg'd himſelf in a Battery of theirs, having fieſt turn'd 
their own Cannon upon them, for which his Majeſty has 
ſince rewarded him with Advancement and Money. Whilſt

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Colonel Mackay's Enfigns were, advancing to the Paliſfades,, Augu/? 


the Bavarians renew'd their Attack with undaunted Vi- 
g1our, ( tho', as was ſaid before, moſt- of their Officers 
were kill'd and wounded) and ſo this Poſt was made good. 

The Ele&tor of Bawaria expos'd himſelf to a degree not 
to be imagin'd, going from Place to Place, to obſerve whar 


| paſgd, and give ſuch Orders as he thought fit, ſeveral Per- 


ſons being kilPd and. wounded very near him ; he gave 2- 
way Handfuls of Gold to the Emglyb Soldiers, as well as 
his own, and ſaying many kind things of the Bravery both 
of the Officers and Soldierss No Gentleman ever fel! 
more generally lamented, than Colonel Courthop did on 
this Occaſion, giving all poſlible Hopes of an extraordinary 
Man in the Military Art, if he had liv'd. Colonel #nd{or, 


- Colonel Sranbop, the Count de Mercy, Mr. Tomſon, (eldeſt 


Son to Sir Fob Tomſon) and other Gentlemen of Note be- 
fore-mention'd, behav'd themſelves on this Occaſion with 
all the Bravery it was pollible for Men to ſhew. And 
many other remarkable Actions were done by ſeveral of 
the Engliſh and Scorch, too many to let down here. 
Having gain*d the Cover'd way before the Breach of the 
Coborne, and the inferiour Angle ſaillant, or Point towards 
the Sambre, and our Troops being fatigu'd by 1o long an 
Aſſaule, and the Enemies Refiſtance, we contented our 
ſeives ro make a Lodgment here without any farther At- 
tempt upon the Breach. Upon this Re-intorcement of 
the Dutch and Bavarians, at this Attack, by my Lord Cutts, 
and the Engliſh Troops under his Command, the Enenues 
were ſo employd in the defence of this moſt dangerous 
Poſt, as very much facilitated Major-General /a Cave's 
Enterprize upon the Cover d-way before the Ravelin, and 
upper Point of the Cohorne, and fo on towards the Caſorte, 
where he lodg'd hinfelt without any conſiderab!e Los.

of all, before the Caſctte and fo towards the Meuſe, de- 


lign'd to beat the Enemies from the Cover'd-way, and.Re- 
trenchment berween the Caſeire and the iſe, (winch 
- reacne* 
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reaches to the Brow of the Hill, which has here .a very 
ſteep deſcent to the River) overcame the Enemies Reſj- 
ſtance, ard made a very good Lodgment all aleng this 
Cover'd-way and Retrenchment, of about 300 Paces, 
which he extended to the Left, turning in towa;ds the Co- 
h:rne, about 140 Paces more, to join it to that of Mayor- 
General /a'Cave, which reached to the Raven of the 
Cohorne. The Dutch and Bawvarians (commanded at firſt by 
Majo:-General Rivera) carry'd it to the Angle ſaillant, or 
inferior Point of the Coborne towards the Sabre ; and our 
raliy'd Forces continu'd it to the other ſide of this Angle 
before the Breach, fo.that we were now Maſters of one 
of the greateſt Lodgments that ever have been . made in 
one Aſſault, being near an Erg/iſh Mile-ih length. Tho' 
w2 milcarried in the great Deſign of this general Storm, 
(which was to have taken the Caſtle, with all its prodigi- 
ous Outworks, by aſſault) for want of a due Correſpon- 
dence among our ſeveral Attacks, cither by the Failure or 
Miſtake of the Signals. Such a vaſt Lodgment could not 
be done in a moment, the Afault laſted till the Even- 
ing, nor could it be gain'd without Loſs. T have not 


_ ſeen the particular Liſt of the Foreigners, but the chief 


Officers amongſt them kill'd, were Count R:ivera, Major- 
General of the Bavarians, and Envoy Extraordinary from 
the Elefor of Bavaria, to condole His Majeſty upon the 
 Deathof our late-moſt Gracious Queen , Monſieur Je Mar- 
filly Colonel, commanding the Regiment du Thes!, and 
Fabrice Lieutenant-Colonel ; Colonel Lindroor of the Bran- 
denbourghers, and Heckeren of the Dutch. Their chief Offi- 
cers wounded , were the Prince of Holfein Norbourg Bri- 
eadicr, the Colonels Lindsburg, Caunits, Horne, dOhbna, 
and Denheff, and Monſieur de Milune, Colonel of a Swiſſe 
Regiment, beſides a great many Lieutenant - Colonels,

other Forces concern'd in the Attacks of the Cohorne and” 
Caſotte, did not ſuffer near fo much as we did, or rather, 
their Loſs was but. inconſiderable, except the Datch and 
Bavarians, employ'd in the Attack of the Breach of the 
Cohorne, under Major-General Rivers, who. had many, 
both Officers, and Soldiers, killdd and wounded ; and if 
the Loſs of all the reft of the Alkes put together be ſup- 
pos'd equal to that we fuſtain'd, we muſt have had in all, 
kilPd and wounded in this Action, near 3000 Men.

2rand Guard we had here, retreated to the Camp-upon 
his Approach, their Orders being not to engage... 'The 
Marcchal de V:/leroy left the main of his Body of Hofſe, 


and rid on, full ſpeed, with two Squadrons of Huſſars, 


( whoſe Horſes are very fleet, and fit for ſuch a purpoſe) 


cloſe to our Retrenchments, upon our Right, to view 
our Works, and to oblerve our Camp: He continued 
here, wheeling: ſometime to the Right, -and ſometime 


to the Lett, near a little Hedge that cover'd him. We 


brought down ſome Pieces of Cannon to fire upon him, 


which as ſoon as he perceiv'd it,he rid off full fpeed with his 


two Squadrons under the ſhelter of a Wood we had be- 
tore the Heſſe Retrenchment. At the ſame time that 


we brought down our Cannon, we drew up. feveral Re- 


 giments of Foot within our Line, expecting the-Ene- 


mies ; but no Action happen'd, only ſome pickeerins (as 
they term it ;) that is, when ſingle Men detach them- 
ſelves voluntarily from both ſides, to meet and fire upon 
one another, and then retire to their ſeveral Bodies again.

Strength was ſuch, that," I believe, had not che Siege 
of. the Caſtle depended- upon the Iffue. of a Battel, 
we ſhould hardly have put a Spade. inthe Ground 
to. have made a Retrenchment) yet the. Enenuyes 
Preſence at Perwys was very inconvenient to our

and Louvain, from whence we had our Proviſions: 
They were now Maſters. of the River-ſide, between 
Namur and Liege, ſo that-we could have nothing. from 
thence by Water, ' but muſt be brought by Land, 
on the Dinant ſide, through a difficult Country. But 
the Marechal 4e Villeroy had {ecur'd his Communi- 
cation With Charlercy and ans, by leaving the Mar- 
quis de Harcourt with a ſmall Army .ncar #eury : 
From whence it appears, that if the French had 
nor left the Caſtle to the laſt Extremity. before they 
came. to Relieve it, it might have. prov'd of a very 
dangerous Conſequence to our Army , which would 
have becn in a. manner depriv'd of - Subliſtance for 
Man and Horſe. But they 'muſt bombard Bruſſels 
tirft, and fo they. came too late ; and I cannot ima-_ 
gine the Reaſon of this Proceeding , unleſs they be- 
liev'd all the Reports of our Lolies, publiſh'd in the 
Paris Gaze#ttez, and fo to let the Siege run on, to ſhat- 
ter our Army, and then to come at laſt with their 
Armv. to give the finiſhing Stroke to, our Ruine. 
If they ſay, their Rhine Detachment was not yet 
"come up, ours had not join'd us neither, .and ſo 
there nad ſtill been the ſame Proportion between 
the two Armies. Though we began to want at 
_ this time, yet our Soldiers ſuffter'd it with a great 
Conſtancy , .and few or none deſerted to the Ene- 
mies. Upon the Marechal 4e Yilleroy's poſting him- 
ſelf near the Mehaigne, a Re-inforcement of Horſe

it was not then defenſible ; that the Soldiers were reduc'd to eat 


Horſe-Fleſh ; (For though at the beginning, when Athlone was 
marching to inveſt the place, they had brought in all the Cattle 
of the Countrey round about, yet it being Salted in haſt, and in 
the Heat of Summer, when they came to make ule of it in the 
Siege of the Caſtle, it was ſocorrupted, that they were forced 
to throw it away , and to prefer Horſe-Fleſh before it, ) and 
that the whole Garriſon was extreamly fatigu'd by their long 


Service in this Siege, and by the fury of our Boombs which fell. 


in their Works without cealing : For theſe reaſons they reſolv'd 
to Capitulate and Surrender the Place : The Count de Gniſcard 
came upon the Breach a little before the Ceſſation was over, and 
called for the Major General of the Trenches, who was then 
Lindeboom,and told him that he defir'd to ſpeak with the EleQor. 
Ceunt Ferita one of the Gentlemen to his EleCtoral Highneſs was 
then in the Trenches,and he immediately gave notice of it to the 
Eletor, who thereupon came to the Breach. Count de Guiſtard 
at firſt offered to ſurrender the Cohorne, but the EleQtor refu'sd 
to Capitulate for any part, but for the whole : The Count 
de Guiſcard replyed that the Marechal 4e Boufflers Commanded 
in the Caſtle, and that he would let him know it; and in the 
mean While deſired the Ceſſation to be continued, The Mare- 
chal de Boafflers conſented to ſurrender the whole upon Honoura- 
ble Terms, and the Count de Gxi/cardcame back ro the Breach 
of the Cohorxe to acquaint the EleCtor with it, The Whice Flag 
- was immediately put up upon the Breach, and Hoſtages _ 
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ged ; which for the Belieged were Monfleur ade  Abadje Briga- 
dier, and the Count de AMontbron Colonel of the Dauphin's Re-

' them, And as ſoon a5 any of the Sick, and Wounded ſhall recover, 


they (ball have Paſſports from the Allies, and Boats and Watermen 


| to Condutt them ſafely by the Meuſe to Givet, together with the 


Phyſitians, Surgeons, and others appointed totake care of them 0n 
the way. Granted. 

7. That Monſieur de Megrigny , Marechal de Camp of the 
Kings Armies, The Sieur Fellet Direfor of the Fortifications, the 
Tngenters, Undertakers, and others Imployed in the Ie, 
ſhall enjoy the Benefit of this Capitulation, and ſhall march out with 
the Troops, in order to repair the ſame way to Givet, with their 
Equipages and F ﬀffetts, Granted. 

8. 1hat the Sieur de Fumeron #mployed in the Finances, the 
Commiſſaries of War, the Recievers of Contributions and Confiſca= 
tions, the Treaſurers extraoraimary of War , the Commiſſaries of 
the Proviſions, and of the Hoſpitals, and generally all thoſe employ- 
ed in the Caſtile whether nam'd or not nam'd in this preſent Capitu- 
lation, ſhall march out of the ſaid Caſtle with the Garriſon, in ors 
der to go the ſame way to Givet, without ſtopping any of their 
Equipages, Papers or Effetts, whether they be in the CaStle or 
Town of Namur, under any pretence whatſoever. 

9. That no Officer #or other Perſon to whom the Burghers of 
Namur have lent ary Money, or Furniſhed Goods or Merchandize,

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ſhall be Arrefted for it. Granted, provided they give ſufficient Se- Auguſt. 


curity or Hoſtages to his Electoral Highneſs for what they owe. 

10. That Six cover 4d Waggons ſhall be provided by the» Allies 
for the Beſieged,; which ſhall $0 out of the Cale to be Condudted to 
Givet with the Garriſon, and the Allies ſhall not take notice of what 
they are loaded with, nor viſit them. Granted. 

11. That the Priſoners taken during the preſent Siege ſhall be 
releaſed on both ſides, and that thoſe who are in the Allies Army, or 
in the Town, ſhall be ſent back to the Catle before the Garriſon 
marches out : And the re that arein places more remote, ſhall be 
ſent back to Dinant in Fifteen Days , reckoning from this Day, 
with neceſſary Paſports that they may repair thither ſafely, and the 
nearct way. Granted. 

12. That no Satisfabiion ſhall be demanded from the Beſreged, 
either upon account of any Cattle-taken in the County of Namur be- 
fore the Siege, or for the Houſes that have been demoliſhed in the 
' Lower Town, or eiſewhere, for the defence of the place ; nor for 
the Boats burnt or broak during the Siege. Granted only for what 
_ concerns the Houſes demolifhed : "The reſt ſhall be pay'd. 

13. That the Hoitages given on both ſides for the due perfor- 
marce of this Capituiarion, [ball be reciprocally reffored after 
the full Execution thereof, and the Arrival of the Garriſon at 
Givett. Granted | 

The Befieged ſhall deliver up faithfully their Magazines, Am- 
munition, Canon, Mortars, Carriages, and Dependances , and 
all other Inſtruments of War, none reſerv'd:or excepted, which: 
ſhall be in the Caſtle or Outworks to. Morrow Morning the 
ſecond Inſtant, to ſuch Commiſſaries. as his EleCtoral High- 
neſs ſhall appoint for that purpoſe; .. | 

They ſhall alſo faithfully diſcover their Mines, and Foygaces, 
(a little Superficial Mine) to the Officers of the Mines ſent to in- 
ſpect the ſame. — = 

They ſhall likewiſe deliver, with the fame Fidelity, all the 
Proviſions that are in the Magazines over and above what they 
ſhall conſume before the time of their quitting the Caſtle, and: 
what (hall be neceflary in their March.to Giver, without ſpoiling 
or waſting any ; which ſhall be inf! to Morrow by Com- 


miſfaries appointed by His Electoral Highneſs for chat pupoſe 
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Auguſt That all Spaniards, Traliars, and others of His Catholick 
Majeſties Subjects, which ſhall be found among the Troops of 


the-Caſtle ſhall have liberty to return without any moleſtatien_ 
or trouble either from the one ſide or the other,

That Evening the Caſtle Capitulated, Orders were given in 
His Majeſties Camp for all Officers ro lye in their Cloaths, and 
the Soldiers the ſame, with their Arms ready ; and the Bywacht 
or Camp-Guard of a Captain, Lieutenant, Enſign, and 60 Men 
per Batallion was commanded to reinforce our Poſt at Maſy, then 
defended by Levingſton's Dragoons, and the Regiment of Foot 
of Holſtein-Ploen ; Thiswas to prevent all manner of ſurprize 
from the Enemies , who upon the news of the Capi- 
tulation might have preſum'd upon our negligence, to 
fall upon us, or might have been prompted to it by their own 
deſpair, to give this laſt endeavour to have this Important Place; 
| but we did not find it, ſo we paſt the Night quietly. The 234. 
in the Morning we took poſſeſſion of the Cohorme, Redoubr, with 
the Caſematte, Caſotre, &c. according to the-Capitulation Sign'd 
over Night. The Marechal de Yilleroy having notice of the 
Capitulation, was extremely concern'd at it, and was ſome 
Hours without admitting any Body to ſee him ; Ir is probable 


"hedid not hear of it before this Morning ; for great part of the 


Army was gone to Forrage this day : Ihe Marechal would not 
be a Witnelſs toour Rejoycing for this great Conqueſt, but De- 
camp'd in theAfrernoon from Perwys and Grand Roſiers tomarch 
back upon his Right to So-bref, and the Plaine of Fleury, w hich 
he did all Night with ſuch haſte and precipitation, that he lefc 
many Forragers and Out- guards behind him, This Evening hay 
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had a Few ae Joy in our Camp for the taking of the Caſtle of ug; 


Namur, which being diſpers'd im the ſeveral Poſts along our 
Retrenchments from 4a/y to the Meuſe ; the confuſion of the 
Fire from ſo many places was really agreeable, and the triple 
Diſcharge. of our Small Shot feem'd to be but one of a long Con- 
tinuance : Our Artillery was drawn from all the Poſts upon a 
Line behind the Kings Quarter,couſiſting of 56 Pieces of Engliſh, 
10 Dutch, 10 of Brandenburgh, and 10 of Heſſe, in all 86 Pie- 
ces of Canon. T he 24th, the Marecal de Villeroy continued his 
March towards the Sambre, and Encamp'd at Montigny near 
Charleroy ; T1 he fame Day His Majeſty remov'd His Quarters 
from Ojftin to the Chaſteau of Boucquet near Templeaux, to be 
neareſt to Namur,we rectified our Camp,quitting the Retrench- 
ments and former. Poſts to Incamp upon a Line, with our Right - 
_ of Foot at St. Dennis, the Right Wing between Du and Menx, 
and the Lefr at Mafy ; The Colaſtream Batallion, and the firſt. 
of Dutch Guards Incamp'd at the Kings Quarter at Boucquet. 
The 25th. the Marechal de Villeroy paſſed the Sambre at 
Montigny below. Charleroy , and Incamp'd between the Sambre 
and the-Meuſe about Gerpynes and Florennes, in the way between 
Charleroy and Philipuille, after having viewed the Fortifications 
of Charleroy, and given Orders for the ſafety of that place. 
The ſame Day, the Count de Guiſcard Governour of NVamur 
Din'd with the- Duke of Or-m0-9 ar His Graces Quarter. Whilſt 
the Duke of 07-1094 was Priſoner at Namur after the Battle of : 
Landen, they contracted a Reciprocal Eſteem and Friendſhip, 
' which muſt needs be very great, being grounded upon 19 much 
Worth and Generofity on both ſides. In the, Evening Major- 
General Churchill was commanded with T wenty BEarallions to 
Encamp within: the Line of Circumvallation between ai/2r 
Rouge (the Kings Quarter during the Siege of the Town of 
Namur) and the Town : Alt the Regiments employed in the 
Siege of the Caſtte Incamp'd within the Stone-Line between rhe 
 Sambre and the /enſe juſt before the Cohorne and Caſorte as ſoon. 
as we took Poſſeſſion -of thofe Out-works. Every. Body: won- 
der'd at this Detachment of 20 Batallions under the Command 
of Major General Churchill to march near the Town; * but I be- 


lieve the Deſign being laid to Arreſt the Marechal de _ ; 
To | ns ;

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this Detachment was made to Reinforce our Tropps there, in 


caſe of any Oppoſition from the Garriſon. 


The 26th. being the Day prefix'd for the marching out of the 
Garriſon four Brigades of Foot were commanded to make a 
Lane, drawing up on both ſides from the Breach of Terra Nova 
up the Hill, and to down again to the euſe, tro the way that 
leads to G1vet ; Colliers Brigade had the Right next to the Mewſe, 
the reſt being Dutch. A Bridge of Boats was made upon the 
Sambre between the Fanxbourg , St. Croix and the Town for 
His Majeſtyto come over to be preſent at the marching out of 


the Garriſon ; and likewiſe for the Troops Incamped on the

Marechal's Domeſticks; The Marechal himſelf fol- 
lowed with the Count de Guiſcard Governour, at the Head of 
as many of the King's and Alfela”s Dragoons as were Mounted, 


| being between Seventy or Eighty : His Majeſty was on Horlſe- 


back with the Elector before the Breach; the Mareſchal and the 


Count deGuiſcard Saluted at the Head of the Garriſon on Horſe- 
back with their Swords. Monſieur Dickvele having been ac- 


quainted with the Marechal de Borfflers in his Embaſſyes in 


| France Accoſted him, and Rid with him to the top of the Hill, 


where Monſieur de L' Erang Brigadier of the Brigade of Life- 


Guard rid up to the Marechal , with about T welve- Gentlemen ' 


of the Life-Guard, and Arreſted him in His Majeſties Name for 
Satisfaction for the Garriſons of Dixmuyde and Deinſe, Detain- 


ed till Priſoners by the French King contrary to the Cartel. 


The Marechal was very much Incens'd at firſt with our Procee- 


_ ding, alledging the Publick Faith of the Capitulation, wherein he 


was expreſly mentioned : That the French King his Maſter would 


reſent this Treatment to a Man of his Character, and revenge it 
to the utmoſt of his Power , and that for his part he had defen- 
ded the place like a Man of Honour, and did not deſerve it ; 


_ To which Monſieur Dickvelr replyed, That the French King, by 


his little regard to Capitulations, and -particularly to that of 
Dixmuyde and Deynſe had forced us to this way of demanding 
Satisfaction for the infraction of theſe Capitulations, Thar if 

he 
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he was Arreſted, 'twas not out of any difreipect to his Perſon Au7n/?, 


and Character ; On.the contrary, 1 hat when 'twas propoled to 
His Majelty of Great Britain to retain the wholeGarriton by way 


of Repiizal: The King expreſſed to much value for his Ferton, 


that he look d upon him as {ſufficient Caution to antwer for Six 
Thoutand Men, the Nuinber of the 1 wo Garrilons of Uixmucde 
and Deinſe ; And at the fame time otfer'd him his Liberty by His 
Majellies Order, if he would pals his word for the ſending back 


the taid Garritons,or return h:m{elf Priſoner within a Forrnighe , 


or words to this «ffeft ; 1 he Marelichal antwered. © Þ hat he could 
© not pats his word of Honour in a Matter which: he could noc 
© execute himlelf, chat it was in vain for-him to reſiſt : 4nd to 
he put up his Sword, and went back with his Domelticks to 
Nanur, Where he was dercaitned Pritoner, and treaced with all 


'the Honour due to his Character, and to a Marechal of Frarzce: 
: A Captain Lieutenant and Enſign mounted the Guard upon his

muſt make the Garriſon marching out to be 5442 Effective Men ; 


beginning of the Siege, makes the loſs of the Beſieged to amount 
r06558 Men killed, wounded , and deſerted, ſuppoſing the 


_ Garriſon to have been at firſt but 12000 Efective Mien. As for 


the Loſſes of the Allies in this Stege, I could nor get an Exact 
Calculation of it ; and therefore ſhall paſs it over ; but by the 
beſt accounts I could ſee, it did not come up to the double of the 


' Lols of the Beſieged. 


The Garriſon being all marched out, the Spaniſh Terces (Re- 
piments ) of AManriques and Marino, which had been ſent from 


_ B-uſſels for that purpoſegtook poſſeſſion of the Caſtle to do Duty 


there, according to their Antient Cuſtom ; the Forces of the Allies 
having the Town, and all the OQut-works of the Caftle. His 
Majeity wen: this Evening into the Caſtle, Cobcrne,&c, to view 
the Works, the Breaches, and the Ruines, which were very 
great; the Ground was all full of Bomb pits, and the ſtink of 


the Dead Men and Horſes very notfom. T he Officers and Sol- 


diers had cur in the foot of the Walls within,and Counterſcarps, 
little Cabbins, where they ſhelter'd themſelves from. the fall-of 


our Bombs; ſome of which were lined with Deal-Boards, like 


3 kind of Wainſcot : The Marechal 4c Boxfflers had his dwelling 
in a Caſematte upon the top of the Terra wouva. We found 
104 Pieces of Canon , of different bignels, Ten Mortars, and 
a great quantity of Powder, and other Ammunitions, but moſt

this ſame Evening in a Solemn nianner to. take poſſeffion of the 
] own, as Governour of the Low- Conntycys, being received by 
the Clergy, and Magiſtrates, and the Confrairies, (i. e.) Com- 
panies of Tradeſmen under rhe Patronage of lome Saint: I he laſt 
mounted upon Stilrs about four Foot high, upon which they 
walk't and danc't very dexterouſly, Beat Jjrums, Repreſented 
Fartles, and Diiplay'd their Ranners, cc. The Elector went in 
this order to theCathedral, dedicated to St. Aubin, where the 
Eiſhop ſang Te Deam Pontifically, with Trumpets and Kerttt-- 
Drums. A Stately Pyramid of Fire-works was prepared before 
the Electors Lodgings for the Night, when all the Cannon rovnd 
the Place was thrice Diſcharged for irs Deliverance from the 
French; under wh ch it had been (reckoning fromthe Capi- 
ulation June 20th. 1692, to the Capitulation Aug. 22. 1695.) 
11 hree Years T wo Moneths and 1 wo Days 

Thus this Important Place is fallen into our hands, which as 
the French ſaid, could be Reſtored, but not Taken, which juftly 
deſerves the name of one of the ſtrongeſt Towns of Europe. 
When Don John of Auſtria took it by Stratagem out of 
the hands of the States of the Low Countreys, who kept a 
Gazriſon.in it by the Pacification of Ghent, he ſaid that he had 
now the Key of the Verherlands in his Pocket, and that he was 
Maſter of the Countrey - We may as well fay now, That ſince 
Namur opens the way between the Sambre and the Meuſe, 
where the French have their weakeſt Frontier ; that if we 
maintain that ſuperſority of Forces we had the laſt Campapne, 
(as it is our Intereſt, and the ſure way of bringing the War to a 
ſpeedy and happy Concluſion) that it is the Key of Peace in our 
hands : And if we conſider the valt ſtrength of the Place, both

by Nature and by Art, the great Garrifon in it, the Character 
of a Marechal of France in general, and that of the Marechal 
of Boufflers in particular, that defended it with the many High 
and Conſiderable Officers under him: The great Armies con- 
cern'd on both fides, either to Cover or Attempt the Relief of 
this Siege, it may juſtly be rank'd among the moſt Famous 
Sieges Regiſter'd in Hiſtory : But that which adds very much to 
the Boldneſs of the Undertaking, and which ſhews the Viſible 
Bleſſing of Almighty God upon it (which we oughr __

thankfully to acknowledge) is, that at the ſame time we had a 
weak Frontier left Naked, and expoſed toa Powerful Enemy :

none of theſe great and defencelets Places: And tis not tro be 


doubted, bur that the French could have done us a vaſt deal of 


Miſchicf in our weak Frontiers, ſuch as would have over bal- 


lanc'd the Lols of Namur , it they had not, ſet their heart 


upon the Raiſing of this Stege ; bur it was the Darling of the 


the French Kings C onquelts, the fineſt Scene of hes Hiſtory, and 


therefore a Place not to be taken, but by the Arms of Frarce, 


and Lemss the 14th. in Perlon : If we likewiſe compare the pre- 


ſent Strength of Namur to what it was when the French took it, 
and our Frontier to theirs ; this muſt raile a vaſt difference be- 
tween the Stege of Namur 1692, and that of 1695. And that 
which muſt Elevate the Glory of His Majeſty, the Creat and 
Happy Conductor of this Siege , above all that other Conque- 
rors have done, is, That fuch Monarchs have made Conqueſts 


* for themſelves, Conqueſts to oppreſs their Neighbours, aad to 


Raiſe a Mighty Empire upon their Ruine : But here His Majeſty 
Expos'd Rimlfelf dayly to the greateſt Dangers to Conquer for 
the good of Exrope, to free it from Oppreſſhon , and to Eſtabliſh 
its Peace and Liberties upon a Laſting Foundation. I ſhall ſay 
no more concerning this Famous Siege, but that the Forces of 
all the Allies concerad in it, have Acquitted themſelves like 
Gallant Men, aud by forcing this ftrongeſt Rampart the Ene- 
mies had in the Conquer'd Cow. Conntreys, they. give us a very. 
good Earneſt of what we are to expect in other like attempts; 
but particularly his Majeſties National Forces have done Won- 
ders ; they have Encounter the greateſt Dangers with folittle 
Fear and Concerne as {urprized the Belieged , and. made them 
believe our Men were fluſh't wich Brandy before they went on ; 
as if Bumane Nature, without ſome adventitious Supply was 
not Capable of 1o little Fear and Concern in fuch Dangers. _. 
The ſame day we took poſſeſſion of the Caſtle of Namur , 
Prince YVaugemont went ſick from the Camp to Bruſſels; And

"The 25th. the Marechal de Yilleroy repaſſed the 
Sambre at Buſſicre and incamp'd along the River Haiſne between 


the Sambre and 17015, with his Read Quarters at Binche, leaving 


che Y.arquis ae Harcourt with a flying Army to return into the 


Pay 's ac Luxembourg to oblerve the Brandenburg Forces in their 


return home, and the Szenr dr Pracontal, with alittle Eody abour 
Philipville, The ſame day the Regiments of Ferznſon and 
Marton, &c, were lent to joyn Sir David Colhter*s Regiment by 
Namur, in order to remain there under his Command the Win- 
ter following ; the reſt of ir Davids Collier's Brigade march'd 
back this day into the Camp. The 29th. the Army march'd upon 
the left from Boucquer by Aaſy, and Incamp'd with the Right ar 
the Abby of Yillers Perwys,and the left at Sombref the Kings Quar- 
ters, and the Electors at Marbair, glad to remove from the 


Neighbourhood of Namar, where Forage was ſo ſcarce: The 


Army conſiſted then of Seventy, Five Bartallions, and all the Ca- 
valry except that of , Brandenburgh and Heſſe, 'which with the 
reſt of thoſe Troops march d to Falais, and Incamp'd with their 
Right ypon the 1/chaigne , and Lefr upon the Fenſe , but the 
Lantgrave of Heſſe attended His Majeſty to Sombreff, and took 
his leave the next day to return into Germany,leaving his Troops 
under the CommanJ of Count Lippe,which with the Brandenburg 
Troops continued here ſometime tif] the middle: of September 
ro cover Namur, whilſt we were working dayly very hard to 
Repair the Breaches.

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# him the Title of 2aron. The ſame Day (29th. ) the Marechal 
ar Bouiſfitrs was lent irom Namur to Maeſtricht (under the Eſcort 
of the Fourth Troop of Guards) which went this day to L692 to 
expect H1s Majeſty. The Marechal de Boxflers had the Liber- 
ty of the Town at aeſtricht, and was treated with the ſame 
Ketpect by the Garriſon, as if it had been the Duke of Hol/tein 
Ploen himelf , beating a March, &c. Upon the Marching of our 
Army from Namur towards Halle, Sir Henry Be!laſis left Bruſſels 
with the Ten Battallions under His Command, and marched 
back to Ghimdt to lncampat Pellem upon the Canal of Bruges , 
where he continued till che ſeparation into Winter Quarters. 
The 3oth. the Army marchd upon the Right from Yillers 
Permwys and 3 ombref to.
